such  Offences  are  now  by  Law  liable  to  any  Punishment :'  Be

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Temporal,  and  Commonsi  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,

"INHERE AS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  the 
^^     Reign  of  His  present  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  for  the 
Abolition  of  Slavery  througJunU  the  British  CohmieSifor  promote 
ing  the  Industry  of  the  manumiited  SlaveSf  and  for  compemal- 
ing  the  Persons  hitherto  entitled  to  the  Services  of  snch  Slaves^ 
the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  were  empowered  to  raise  a  Sum  of 
Twenty  Million  Pounds  Sterling  in  manner  therein  mentioned ; 
and  it  was  enacted,  that  the  Money  so  raised  should  be  paid 
into  the  Bank  of  England,  to  the  Account  of  the  Commis- 
sioners for  the  Reduction  of  the  National  Debt,  under  the 
Title  of  "  The  West  India  Compensation  Account;"^ and  cer- 
tain Commissioners  of  Arbitration  were  thereby  appointed  to 
divide  and  apportion  the  said  Money  among  the  Owners  of 
the  Slaves  to  be  manumitted  under  the  Provisions  of  the  said 
Acf ;  and  it  was  thereby  enacted,  that  a  Certificate  containing 
a  List  of  the  Names  and  Designation  of  the  several  Persons

compensating  Owners  of  Slaves  upon  the  Abolition  of  Slavery  ^ 
after  reciting  that  certain  Claims  for  Compensation  under  the 
said  former  Act  might  be  subject  to  Litigation  before  the  said 
Commissioners  of  Arbitration,. and  also  in  the  Courts  of  the 
Colonies,  and  that  the  final  Settlement  of  such  Claim  might 
be  postponed  to  a  distant  Period,  it  was  enacted,  that  in  all 
such  Cases  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury- might  direct  the  Com-

might  be ;   and  such  Monies  when  so  paid  in  should  be  placed 
to  the  Account  of  the  Number  of  the  Claim  as  stated   and 
specified  in  the  said  Certificate  of  the  said  Commissioners;  and 
such  Monies,  and  the  half-yearly  Dividends  arising  from  the 
Investments  thereof,  and  ako  the  Dividends  on  all  future  In- 
vestments, as  they  should  arise  and  become  due,  should   be 
invested  from  Time  to  Time  by  the  said  Accountants  General 
in  their  Names  respectively,  under  the  Authority  of  the  said

CAP.  VI. 

An  Act  for  carrying  into  effect  a  Treaty  made  between 
His  Majesty  and  the  Queen  Regent  of  Spain  tor  the 
Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade.     [30th  March  1836.] 

*  \17HEREAS  a  Treaty  was,  on  the  Twenty-eighth  Day 

*  ^"    of  June  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  eight 

*  hundred  and  thirty-five,  concluded  between  His  Majesty  the 
'  King  of  the   United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^ 

*  and  the  Queen  Regent  of  Spain,  during  the  Minority  of  her 

*  Daughter  Donna  Isabella  the  Second,  Queen  of  Spain,  where- 

*  by  it  was  agreed  as  follows : — 

*  Article  I, — The  Slave  Trade  is  hereby  again  declared, 
on  the  Part  of  Spain,  to  be  henceforward  totally  and  finally 
abolished  in  all  Parts  of  the  World. 

^  Article  II. — Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent  ofSpain^ 

during  the  Minority  of  her  Daughter  Donna  Isabella  the 
Second,  hereby  engages,  that  immediately  after  the  Ex- 
change of  the  Ratifications  of  the  present  Treaty,  and 
from  Time  to  Time  afterwards,  as  it  may  become  needful. 
Her  Majesty  will  take  the  most  effectual  Measures  for 
preventing  the  Subjects  of  Her  Catholic  Majesty  from 
being  concerned,  and  her  Flag  from  being  used,  in  car- 
rying on  in  any  way  the  Trade  in  Slaves ;  and  especially 
that,  within  Two  Months  after  the  said  Exchange,  she 
will  promulgate  throughout  the  Dominions  of  Her  Ca- 
tholic Majest}'  a  Penal  Law,  inflicting  a  severe  Punish- 
ment on  all  those  Her  Catholic  Majesty's  Subjects  who 
shall,  under  any  Pretext  whatsoever,  take  any  Part  what- 
ever in  the  Traffic  in  Slaves. 

*  Article  III. — The  Captain,  Master,  Pilot,  and  Crew 
of  a  Vessel  condemned  as  good  Prize  by  virtue  of  the. 
Stipulations  of  this  Treaty  shall  be  severely  punished 
according  to  the  Laws  of  the  Country  of  which  they  are 
Subjects,  as  also  the  Owner  of  the  said  condemned  Vessel, 
unless  he  proves  that  he  had  no  P<irticipation  in  the 
Enterprize. 

*  Article  IV. — In  order  more  completely  to  prevent  all 
Infringement  of  the  Spirit  of  the  present  Treaty,  the  Two 
High  Contracting  Parties  mutually  consent  that  those 
Ships  of  their  Royal  Navies  respectively  which  shall  be 
provided  with  special  Instructions  for  that  Purpose,  as 
herein-after  mentioned,  may  visit  such  Merchant  Vessels 
of  the  Two  Nations  as  may  upon  reasonable  Grounds  be 
suspected  of  being  engaged  in  the  Traffic  in  Slaves,  or  of 
[No.  2.  Price  2rf.]  B 
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having  been  .fitted  out  for  that  Purpose)  or  of  having,  duiv 
log  die  Voyage  on  which  they  are  met  by  the  said  Cruis- 
ersy  been  engaged  in  the  Traffic  in  Slaves,  contrary  to  the 
Provisions  of  this  Treaty ;  and  that  such  Cruizers  may 
detain  and  send  or  carry  away  such  Vessels,  in  order  that 
they  may  be  brought  to  Trial  in  the  Manner  herein-after 
agreed  upon. 

^  In  order  to  fix  the  reciprocal  Right  of  Search  in  such 
a  Manner  as  shall  be  adapted  to  the  Attainment  of  the 
Object  of  this  Treaty,  and  at  tlie  same  Time  avoid 
Doubts,  Disputes,  and  Complaints,  the  said  Right  of 
Search  shall  be  understood  in  the  Form  and  according 
to  the  Rules  following : — 

*  1**.  It  shall  never  be  exercised  except  by  Vessels  of 
War  authorized  expressly  for  that  Object,  according  to 
the  Stipulations  of  this  Treaty. 

*  2®.  In  no  Case  shall  the  Right  of  Search  be  exercised 
with  respect  to  a  Vessel  of  the  Royal  Navy  of  either  of 
the  Two  Powers,  but  only  as  regards  Merdhant  Vessels. 
^  ^*  Whenever  a  Merchant  Vessel  is  searched  by  a 
Ship  of  War  the  Commander  of  the  said  Ship  shall,  in 
the  Act  of  so  doing,  exhibit  to  the  Commander  of  the 
Merchant  Vessel  the  Document  by  which  he  is  duly 
authorized  to  that  End,  and  shall  deliver  to  him  a  Cer* 
tificate,  signed  by  him,  stating  his  Rank  in  the  Naval 
Service  of  his  Country,  and  the  Name  of  the  Vessel 
he  commands ;  and  which  also  declares  that  the  only 
Object  of  the  Search  is  to  ascertain  whether  the  Vessel 
is  ^nployed  in  the  Slave  Traffic,  or  if  it  is  fitted  np  foi* 
the  said  Traffic :  When  the  Search  is  made  by  an  Offi- 
cer of  the  Cruizer  who  is  not  the  Commander,  the  said 
Officer  shall  exhibit  to  the  Captain  of  the  Merchant 
Vessel  a  Copy  of  the  before-mentioned  special  Orders, 
signed  by  die  Commander  of  the  Cruizer,  and  shall  iri 
like  Manner  deliver  a  Certificate,  signed  by  him,  stating 
his  Rank  in  the  Royal  Navy,  the  Name  of  the  Com- 
numder   by.  whose  Orders  he  proceeds   to  make  the 
Search,  that  of  the  Cruizer  in  which  he  sails,  and  the 
Object  of  the  Search,  as  has  been  already  laid  down  : 
If  it  appears  from  the  Search  that  tl\e  Papers  of  the 
Vessel  are  in  regular  Order,  and  that  it  is  employed 
on  licit  Objects,  the  Officer  shall  enter  in  the  Log  Book 
of  the  Vessel  that  the  Search  has  been  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  aforesaid  especial  Orders,  and  the  Vessel 
shall  be   left  at  liberty  to  pursue  its  Voyage.     The 
Rank  of  the  Officer  who  makes  the  Search  must  not  be 
less  than  that  of  Lieutenant  of  the  Royal  Navy,  unless 
the  Command,  either  by  reason  of  Death  or  other  Cause, 
is  at  the  Time  held  by  an  Officer  of  inferior  Rank.

*  Article  VI. — As  the  Two  preceding  Articles  are  en- 
••  tirely  reciprocal,  the  Two  High  Contracting  Parties  engage 
*  mutually  to  make  good  any  Losses  which  their  respective 
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Subjects  may  incur  by  tlie  arbitrary  and  illegal  Detention 
of  their  Vessels ;  it  being  understood  that  this  Indemnity 
shall  be  borne  by  the  Government  whose  Cruizer  shall 
have  been  guilty  of  such  arbitrary  and  illegal  Detention, 
and  that  the  Visit  and  Detention  of  Vessels  specified  in 
the  Fourth  Article  of  this  Treaty  shall  only  be  eiFected 
by  those  British  or  Spanish  Ships  which  may  form  Part 
of  the  Two  Koyal  Navies  respectively,  and  by  such  of 
thase  Ships  only  as  are  provided  with  the  special  In- 
structions annexed  to  the  present  Treaty,  in  pursuance  of 
the  Provisions  thereof.  The  Indemnification  for  the  Da- 
mages of  which  this  Article  treats  shall  be  made  within 
the  Term  of  One  Year,  reckoning  from  the  Day  in  which 
the  Mixed  Court  of  Justice  pronounces  its  Sentence* 

<  Article  VII. — In  order  to  bring  to  Adjudication, 
with  as  little  Delay  and  Inconvenience  as  possible,  the 
Vessel  which  may  be  detained  according  to  the  Tenor 
of  the  Fourth  Article  of  this  Treaty,  there  shall  be  estab- 
lished, as  soon  as  may  be  practicable.  Two  Mixed  Courts 
of  Justice,  formed  of  an  equal  Number  of  Individuals 
of  the  Two  Nations,  and  named  for  this  Purpose  by  their 
respective  Sovereigns.  These  Courts  shall  reside,  the  one 
in  a  Possession  belonging  to  His  Britannic  Majesty,  the 
other  within  the  Territories  of  Her  Catholic  Majesty; 
and  at  the  Period  of  the  Exchange  of  the  Ratifications  of 
the  present  Treaty  the  Two  Governments  shall  declare, 
each  for  its  own  Dominions,  in  what  Place  these  Courts 
shall  respectively  reside. 

*  But  each  of  tlie  Two  High  Contracting  Parties  reserves 
to  itself  the  Right  of  changing  at  its  Pleasure  the  Place 
of  Resideuce  of  the  Court  held  within  its  own  Domi- 
nions :  Provided  always,  that  one  of  the  Two  Courts  shall 
always  he  held  upon  the  Coast  of  Africa^  and  the  other 
in  one  of  the  Colonial  Possessions  of  Her  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty.

*  Article  VIII. — It  is  hereby  agreed  between  the  High 
Contracting  Parties,  that  the  Mixed  Commissions  which 
are  at  present  established  and  sitting  under  the  Conven- 
tion concluded  between  Gre<xt  Britain  and  Spain  on  the 
Twenty-third  Day  of  September  One  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  shall  continue  to  sit,  and  shall  during 
Two  Months,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  Exchange  of  the 
Ratifications  of  this  Treaty,  and  until  the  further  Ap-

*  Article  IX. — In  case  the  Coromandinff  Officer  of  anv

*  Provisions  of  the  Fourth  Article  of  thisTreaty,  shall  deviate

— The  Mixed  Courts  of  Justice  shall  also 
take  the  cognizance  of,  and  shall  decide  definitively  and 
without  Appeal,  all  Claims  for  Compensation  on  account 
of  Losses  occasioned  to  Vessels  and  Carc^oes  which  shall 
have  been  detained  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Treaty,

<  Regulations  for  the  good  Treatment  of  liberated 

Negroes. 

*  Article  I. — The  Object  and  Spirit  of  these  R^^- 
lations  is  to  secure  to  Negroes  liberated  by  virtue  of  the 
Stipulations  of  the  Treaty  to  which  these  Regulations 
form  an  Annex  (marked  C.)  permanent  good  Treatment, 
and  a  full  and  complete  Emancipation,  in  conformity  with 
the  humane  Intentions  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties. 

*  Article  II. — Immediately  after  Sentence  of  Condem- 
nation on  a  Vessel  charged  with  being  concerned  in  ill^al 
Slave  Trade  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  Mixed  Court 
of  Justice,  established  under  the  Treaty  to  which  these 
Regulations  form  an  Annex,  all  Negroes  who  were  on 
board  of  such  Vessel,  and  who  were  brought  on  board  for 
the  Purpose  of  Traffic,  shall  be  delivered  over  to  the 
Government  to  whom  belongs  the  Cruizer  which  made 
the  Capture. 

*  Article  III. — If  the  Cruizer  which  made  the  Capture 
is  English  the  British  Government  engages  that  the 
Negroes  shall  be  treated  in  exact  Conformity  with  the 
Laws  in  Force  in  the  British  Colonies  for  the  Regulation 
of  free  apprenticed  Negroes. 

*  Article.  IV. — If  the  Cruizer  which  made  the  Capture 
is  Spanish,  in  this  Case  the  Negroes  shall  be  delivered 
over  to  the  Spanish  Authorities  of  the  Havannay  or  of 
any  other  Point  of  the  Dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Spain 
in  which  the  Mixed  Court  of  Justice  is  established ;  and 
the  Spanish  Government  solemnly  engages  that  they  shall 
be  treated  strictly  according  to  the  Regiuations  lately  pro- 
mulgated and  now  actually  in  force  at  the  Havanna  with 
respect  to  the  Treatment  of  emancipated  Negroes,  or 
according  to  such  Regulation  sas  may  in  future  be  adopted^ 
and  which  have  and  shall  always  have  the  humane  Object 
of  improving  and  securing  honestly  and  faithfully  to 
the  emancipated  Negroes  the  Enjoyment  of  their  acquired 
Liberty,  good  Treatment,  a  Knowledge  of  the  Tenets  of 
the  Chrisiian  Religion,  their  Advancement  in  Morality 
and  Civilization,  and  their  sufficient  Instruction  in  the 
mechanical  Arts,  in  order  that  the  said  emancipated 
Negroes  may  be  put  in  a  Condition  to  earn  their  Subsist- 
ence, whether  as  Artisans,  Mechanics,  or  Servants. 
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*  Article  V. — For  the  Purpose  which  is  explained  in 
Article  VI.  there  shall  be  kept  in  the  Office  of  the  Cap- 
tain General  or  Governor  of  the  Part  of  the  Dominions 
of  the  Queen  o{  Spain  where  the  Mixed  Court  of  Justice 
resides  a  Register  of  all  emancipated  Negroes,  in  which 
shall  be  entered  with  scrupulous  Exactness  the  Names 
given  to  the  Negroes,  the  Names  of  the  Vessels  in  which 
they  were  captured,  the  Names  of  the  Persons  to  whose 
Care  they  have  been  committed,  and  any  other  Circum- 
stances likely  to  contribute  to  the  End  in  view. 

*  Article  VI. — The  Register  to  which  the  preceding 
Article  refers  will  sei've  to  form  a  general  Return,  which 
the  Governor  or  Captain  General  of  the  Part  of  the 
Dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Spain  where  the  Mixed  Court 
of  Justice  resides  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  every  Six 
Months  to  the  aforesaid  Mixed  Commission,  in  order 
to  show  the  Existence  of  the  Negroes  emancipated  under 
this  Treaty,  the  Decease  of  such  as  have  died,  the  Im- 
provement in  their  Condition,  and  the  Progress  made  in 
their  Instruction,  both  religious  and  moral,  as  also  in  the 
Arts  of  Life. 

*  Article  VIL — As  the  principal  Object  of  the  Treaty 
of  which  the  present  Annex  forms  an  integral  Part  is 
no  other  than  that  of  improving  the  Condition  of  these 
unhappy  Victims  of  Avarice,  the  High  Contracting 
Parties,  animated  with  the  same  Sentiments  of  Humanity, 
agree,  that  if  in  future  it  should  appear  necessary  to  adopt 
new  Measures  for  obtaining  the  same  benevolent  End,  in 
consequence  of  those  laid  down  in  this  Annex  turning  out 
inefficacious,  the  said  High  Contracting  Parties  will  con- 
sult together,  and  agree  upon  other  Means  better  adapted 
for  the  complete  Attainment  of  the  Object  proposed. 

*  Article  VIII. — The  undersigned  Plenipotentiaries 
have  agreed,  in  conformity  with  the  Fourteenth  Article 
of  the  Treaty  signed  by  them  on  this  Day,  the  Twenty- 
eighth  of  June  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  that  this  Annex,  consisting  of  Eight  Articles,  shall, 
be  united  to  the  said  Treaty,  and  be  considered  an  in- 
tegral Part  thereof.

^  cution  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Treaty ;'  be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any 
Officer  commanding  any  Ship  of  War  of  His  Majesty  or  of  the 
Queen  Regent  of  Spairiy  not  below  the  Rank  of  Lieutenant  of 
the  Royal  Navy,  (unless  by  the  Death  or  Absence  of  the  Com-

Longitude  Twenty  Degrees  West  of  Greenwich,  and  to  detain 
and  send  or  carry  away  such  Vessel,  together  with  its  Masters, 
Sailors,  Passengers,  Slaves,  and  Cargo,  for  the  Purpose  of  such

as  have  omitted  to  make  and  file  Affidavits  of  the 
Execution  of  Indentures  of  Clerks  to  Attornies  and 
Solicitors  to  make  and  file  the  same  on  or  before  the 
First  Day  of  Hilary  Term  One  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven  ;  and  to  allow  Persons  to 
make  and  file  such  Affidavits,  although  the  Persons 
whom  they  served  shall  have  neglected  to  take  out 
their  Annual  Certificates.  {SOthMarch  1836,3 

Tl/' HERE  AS  divers  Persons,  who,  on  account  of  their 
Offices,  Places,  Employments,  or  Professions,  or  any 
other  Cause  or  Occasion,  ought  to  have  taken  and  subscribed 
the  Oaths  or  Assurance  respectively  appointed  to  be  by  such 
Persons  taken  and  subscribed  in  and  by  an  Act  made  in  the 
First  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the 
First,  of  glorious  Memory,  intituled  An  Act  for  the  further

YTT'HEREAS  the  raising  or  keeping  a  standing  Army  within 
^^  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in 
Time  of  Peace,  unless  it  be  with  the  Consent  of  Parliament, 
is  against  Law :  And  whereas  it  is  adjudged  necessary  by  His 
Majesty,  and  this  present  Parliament,  that  a  Body  of  Forces 
should  be  continued,  for  the  Safety  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  Defence  of  the  Possessions  of  His  Majesty's  Crown,  and 
the  Preservation  of  the  Balance  of  Power  in  Europt^  and  that 
the  whole  Number  of  such  Forces  should  consist  of  Eighty-  Number  of  the 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  nineteen  Men,  exclusive  of  ^**'<*"' 
the  Officers  and  Men  belonging  to  the  Regiments  employed 
in  the  Territorial  Possessions  of  the  EaM  India  Company, 
but  including  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Troops  and  Com- 
panies recruiting  for  those  Regiments:  And  whereas  no  Man 
can  be  forejudged  of  Life  or  Limb,  or  subjected  in  Time  of 
Peace  to  any  Kind  of  Punishment  within  this  Realm,  by  Mar- 
tial Law,  or  in  any  other  Manner  than  by  Judgment  of  his 
Peers^  and  according  to  the  known  and  established  Laws  of

Marine  Forces,  or  shall  not  use  his  utmost  Endeavours  to  sup- 
press the  same,  or  comitig  to  the  Knowledge  of  any  Mutiny 
or  intended  Mutiny  shall  not,  without  Delay,  give  Information 
thereof  to  his  Commanding  Officer ;  or  shall  misbehave  himself 
before  the  Enemy ;  or  shall  shamefully  abandon  or  deliver  up 
any  Garrison,  Fortress,  Post^  or  Guard  committed  to  his  Charge,

to  any  Rebel  or  Enemy  of  His  Majesty,  either  by  Letters*  Mes- 
sages, Signs,  or  Tokens,  in  any  Manner  or  Way  whatsoever ; 
or  shall  treat  or  enter  into  any  Terms  with  such  Rebel  or  Enemy 
without  His  Majesty's  Licence  or  Licence  of  the  General  or  Chief 
Commander;  or  shall  strike  or  shall  use  or  offer  any  Violence 
against  his  Superior  Officer,  being  in  the  Execution  of  his  Office, 
or  shall  disobey  any  lawful  Command  of  his  Superior  Officer;  or 
shall  desert  His  Majesty's  Service;  all  and  every  Person  and 
Persons  so  offending  in  any  of  the  Matters  before  mentioned,

That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any  Officer  or  Soldier  from  being 
proceeded  against  by  the  ordinary  Course  of  Law ;  and  any  Com- 
manding Officer  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  when  Application  is 
made  to  him  for  that  Purpose,  to  deliver  over  to  the  Civil  Magis- 
trate any  Officer  or  Soldier  accused  of  any  Capital  Crime,  or  of 
any  Violence  or  Oiience  against  the  Person,  Estate,  or  Property 
of  any  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects,  which  is  punishable  by  the 
known  Laws  of  the  Land,  or  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to 
assist  the  Officers  of  Justice  in  apprehending  such  Offender,  shall, 
upon  Conviction  thereof  in  any  Prosecution  in  any  of  His  Majes- 
ty's Courts  at  Westminster^  Dublin^  or  Edinburgh,  be  deemed  to 
be  ipso  facto  cashiered,  and  shall  be  utterly  disabled  to  have  or 
hold  any  Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  within  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  or  in  His  Majes- 
ty's Service,  and  a  Certificate  thereof  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Judge  Advocate  in  London;  provided  that  no  Person,  being 
acquitted  or  convicted  of  any  Capital  Crime,  Violence,  or  Offence, 
by  the  Civil  Magistrate,  or  by  the  Verdict  of  a  Jury,  shall  be 
liable  to  be  punished  by  a  Court-martial  for  the  same  otherwise 
than  by  cashiering. 

HL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Person  whatever  (except  an 
Apprentice)  enlisted  into  His  Majesty's  Service  as  a  Soldier 
shall  be  liable  to  be  arrested  or  taken  therefrom,  by  reason  of 
the  Warrant  of  any  Justice,  on  account  of  any  Breach  of  Con- 
tract, Engagement  to  serve  or  work  for  any  Employer;  and  no 
Person  enlisted  as  a  Soldier,  br  serving  as  a  Non-commis- 
sioned Officer  or  Drummer  on  the  permanent  Staff  of  the  dis- 
embodied Militia,  shall  be  liable  to  be  taken  out  of  His  Majesty's 
Service  by  any  Process  or  Execution  whatsoever,  other  than 
for  some  Criminal  Matter,  unless  an  Affidavit  shall  be  made 
by  the  Plaintiff,  or  some  one  on  bis  Behalf,  for  which  no  Fee 
shall  be  taken,  before  some  Judge  of  the  Court  out  of  which  such 
Process  or  Execution  sliall  issue,  or  before  some  Person  autho* 
rized  to  take  Affidavits  in  such  Courts,  of  which  Affidavit  a 
Memorandum  shall,  without  Fee,  be  indorsed  upon  the  Back 
of  such  Process,  that  the  original  Debt  for  which  the  Action  has 
been  brought  or  Execution  sued  out  amounts  to  the  Value  of 
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Thirty  Pounds  at  least,  over  and  above  all  Costs  of  Suit  in  the 
Action  or  Actions  on  which  the  same  shall  be  grounded ;  and 
any  Judge  of  such  Court  may  examine  into  any  Complaints 
made  by  a  Soldier,  or  by  his  Superior  Officer,  and  by  Warrant 
under  his  Hand  discharge  such  Soldier  without  Fee,  he  being 
shown  to  be  duly  enlisted,  and  to  have  been  arrested  contrary  to 
the  Intent  of  this  Act,  and  shall  award  reasonable  Costs  to  such 
Complainant,  who  shall  have  for  the  Recovery  thereof  the  like 
Remedy  as  would  have  been  applicable  to  the  Recovery  of  any 
Costs  which  might  have  been  awarded  against  the  Complainant 
in  any  Judgment  or  Execution  as  aforesaid ;  provided  that  any 
Plainti£F,  upon  Notice  of  the  Cause  of  Action  first  given  in 
Writing  to  any  Soldier,  or  left  at  his  last  Place  of  Residence 
before  such  Listing,  may  file  a  Common  Appearance  in  any 
Action  to  be  brought  for  or  upon  account  of  any  Debt  what- 
soever, and  proceed  therein  to  Judgment  and  Outlawry,  and 
have  Execution  other  than  and  against  the  Body. 

IV.  And    be  it  enacted.   That  it  shall   be   lawful   for  His  The  King  nay 
Majesty  to  make  Articles  of  War  for  the  better  Government  of  ^*wa^in^<!OT- 
His  Majesty's  Forces>  which  Articles  shall  be  judicially  taken  formity  with 
notice  of  by  all  Judges  and  in  all  Courts  whatsoever;  and  Copies  ^^  ^^^ 

of  the  same,  printed  by  the  King's  Printer,  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  same  shall  have  been  made  and 
establUhed  by  His  Majesty,  be  transmitted  by  His  Majesty's 
Secretary  at  War,  signed  with  his  own  Hand  and  Name,  to  the 
Judge  of  His  Majesty's  Superior  Courts  at  Westminster^  Dublin^ 
and  Edinburgh  respectively,  and  also  to  the  Governors  of  His 
Majesty's  Dominions  Abroad ;  provided  that  no  Person  within 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  or  the  British 
Isles,  shall  by  such  Articles  of  War  be  subject  to  be  transported 
as  a  Felon,  or  to  suffer  any  Punishment  extending  to  Life  or 
Limb,  except  for  Crimes  which  are  by  this  Act  expressly  made 
liable  to  such  Transportation  or  to  such  Punishment  as  aforesaid, 
nor  shall  be  punished  in  any  Manner  or  nnder  any  Regulations 
which  shall  not  accord  with  the  Provisions  of  this  Act. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  I'hat  His  Majesty  may  from  Time  Constitution  of 
to  Time  grant  a  Commission,  under  the  Royal  Sign  Manual,  ^»*'^-™*'^'  • 
tor  the  holding  of  General  Courts-martial  within  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^   in    like  Manner  as 

has  been  heretofore  used;  and  that  for  bringing  Offenders 
against  the  Articles  of  War  to  Justice  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
His  Majesty  to  erect  and  constitute  Courts-martial  within  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  as  well  as  to 
'grant  His  Koyal  Commissions  or  Warrants  to  the  Chief 
Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland^  the  Commander  of  the 
Forces,  or  the  Person  or  Persons  commanding  in  chief,  or 
commanding  for  the  Time  being,  any  Body  of  His  Majesty's 
Forces  as  well  within  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland^  and  the  British  Isles,  as  in  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Garrisons  and  Dominions  or  elsewhere  beyond  the  Seas,  for 
convening,  as  well  as  for  authorizing  any  Officer  under  their 
respective  Command  not  below  the  Decree  of  a  Field  Officer 
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to  convene,  Courts-martial,  as  Occasion  may  require,  for  the 
Trial  of  Offences  committed  by  any  of  the  Forces  under  their 
several  Command,  whether  the  same  shall  have  been  committed 
before  or  after  such  Officer  shall  have  taken  upon  himself  such 
Command;  and  any  Person  subject  to  this  Act,  who  shall  in  any 
of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  or  elsewhere  commit  any  of  the 
Offences  for  which  he  may  be  liable  to  be  tried  by  Courts-martial 
by  virtue  of  this  Act,  may  be  tried  and  punished  for  the  same  in 
any  Part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  where  he  may  have  come 
after  the  Commission  of  the  Offence,  as  if  the  Offence  had 
been  committed  where  such  Trial  shall  take  place. 
^"P^^cour^  VI,  And  be  it  enacted,  That  a  General  Court-martial  con- 
mtrtial.  vened  in  any  Part  of  the  King's  Dominions,   {Bermuda^  the 

Bahamas^  Africa^  and  the  Australian  Colonies  excepted,)  or  in 
the  Settlements  of  the  East  India  Company,  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  Thirteen  Commissioned  Officers;  if  convened  in  Ber- 
muda^ or  the  Bahamas^  or  out  of  the  King's  Dominions,  except- 
ing Africa  and  the  Australian  Colonies,  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  Seven,  and  in  Africa  and  the  Australian  Colonies  of  not 
less  than  Five  Commissioned  Officers;  and  no  Judgment  of 
Death  shall  pass  without  the  Concurrence  of  Two  Thirds  at 
the  least  of  the  Officers  present;  and  the  President  shall  in 
no  Case  be  the  Officer  commanding  in  chief  or  Governor  of  the 
Garrison  where  the  Offender  shall  be  tried,  nor  under  the 
Degree  of  a  Field  Officer,  unless  where  a  Field  Officer  cannot 
be  had,  nor  in  any  Case  whatsoever  under  the  Degree  of  a 
Captain. 
Powers  of  Vn.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  a  General  Court-martial  may 

^^rtld'^"'^*"  sentence  any   Soldier   to  Imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 

Labour,  in  any  public  Prison,  or  other  Place  which  the  Court 
or  the  Officer  commanding  the  Regiment  or  Corps  to  which  the 
Offender  belongs  or  is  attached  shall  appoint,  and  may  also 
direct  that  such  Offender  shall  be  kept  in  solitary  Confinement 
for  the  Whole  or  any  Portion  or  Portions  of  such  Imprisonment, 
or  of  such  Imprisonment  with  hard  Labour,  or  may  sentence  any 
Soldier  to  Corporal  Punishment,  not  extending  to  Life  or  Limb, 
for  Immorality,  Misbehaviour,  and  Neglect  of  Duty;  and  a 
General  Court-martial  may,  in  addition  to  any  such  Punish- 
ment as  aforesaid,  sentence  any  Offender  to  Forfeiture  of  all 
Advantage  as  to  additional  Pay,  and  Pension  on  Discharge ;  and 
whensoever  any  General  Court-martial  by  which  any  Soldier 
shall  have  been  tried  and  convicted  of  any  Offence  punishable 
with  Death  shall  not  think  the  Offence  deserving  of  Capital 
Punishment,  such  Court-martial  may,  instead  of  awarding  a 
Corporal  Punishment  or  Imprisonment,  adjudge  the  Offender, 
according  to  the  Degree  of  the  Offence,  to  be  transported  as  !a 
Felon  for  Life  or  for  a  certain  Term  of  Years,  or  may  sentence 
him  to  general  Service  as  a  Soldier  in  any  Corps  and  in  any 
Country  or  Place  which  His  Majesty  shall  thereupon  direct,  or 
may,  if  such  Offender  shall  have  enlisted  for  a  limited  Term  of 
Years,  sentence  him  to  serve  for  Life  as  a  Soldier  in  any  Corps 
which  His  Majesty  shall  please  to  direct;  and  the  Court  may, 
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in  adclition  to  any  other  Punishment,  sentence  such  Offender 
to  forfeit  all  Advantage  as  to  Increase  of  Pay,  or  as  to  Pension 
on  Discharge,  which  might  otherwise  have  accrued  to  such 
Offender;  provided  that  in  all  Cases  where  a  Capital  Punish- 
ment shall  have  been  awarded  by  a  General  Court-martial  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  His  Majesty,  or,  if  in  tlie  JEa^t  Indies,  for 
the  Officer  commanding  in  chief  the  Forces  at  the  Presidency 
to  which  the  Offender  shall  belong,  instead  of  causing  such 
Sentence  to  be  carried  into  execution,  to  order  the  Offender  to 
be  transported  as  a  Felon,  either  for  Life  or  for  a  certain  Term 
of  Years,  as  shall  seem  meet  to  His  Majesty,  or,  if  in  the  East 
Indies^  to  the  Officer  commanding  as  aforesaid;  and  if  any 
Person  transported  as  a  Felon,  whether  in  pursuance  of  the 
original  Sentence  of  the  Court-martial,  or  in  pursuance  of  such 
Order  from  His  Majesty,  or  from  such  Officer  commanding  in 
the  East  Indies  as  aforesaid,  shall  afterwards  return  or  be  found 
at  large,  without  Leave  from  His  Majesty  or  other  lawful  Autho- 
rity, within  any  Part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  Abroad  or 
at  Home,  other  than  the  Place  to  which  he  shall  have  been 
transported,  before  the  Expiration  of  the  Term  limited  by  such 
Sentence  or  Order,  and  shall  be  duly  convicted  thereof,  he  shall 
suffer  Death  as  a  Felon. 

VIIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Paymaster  or  other  Trial byGencral 
Commissioned  Officer  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  or  any  Person  for^Em^le- 
employed  in  the  Ordnance  or  Commissariat  Department,  or  in  menu 
any  Manner  in  the  Care  or  Distribution  of  any  Money,  Provi- 
sions, Forage^  or  Stores,  who  shall  embezzle  or  fraudulently 
misapply,  or  be  concerned  in  or  connive  at  the  Embezzlement, 
fraudulent  Misapplication,  or  Damage  of  any  Money,  Provi- 
sions, Forage,  Arms,  Clothing,  Ammunition,  or  other  Military' 
Stores  belonging  to  His  Majesty's]  Forces  or  for  His  Use,  may 
be  tried  for  the  same  by  a  General  Court-martial,  which  may 
adjudge  any  such  Offender  to  be -transported  as  a  Felon  for  Life 
or  for  any  certain  Term  of  Years,  or  to  suffer  such  Punishment 
of  Fine^  Imprisonment,  Dismissal  from  His  Majesty's  Service, 
and  Incapacity  of  sei'ving  His  Majesty  in  any  Office,  Civil  or 
Military,  as  such  Court  shall  think  fit,  according  to  the  Nature 
and  Degree  of  the  Offence ;  and  every  such  Oiiender  shall,  in 
addition  to  any  other  Punishment,  make  good  at  his  own 
Expence  the  Loss  and  Damage  sustained,  which  shall  have  been 
ascertained  by  such  Court«martiaI ;  and  the  Loss  and  Damage 
so  ascertained  as  aforesaid  shall  be  a  Debt  to  His  Majesty,  and 
may  be  recovered  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Courts  at  Westminster 
or  in  Dublinj  or  the  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland^  or  in 
any  Court  in  His  Majesty's  Colonies  where  a  Person  sentenced 
by  such  Court-martial  shall  be  resident,  after  the  said  Judgment 
shall  be  confirmed  and  made  known. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  a  District  or  Garrison  Court-  Powers  of  Dis- 
martial  shall  consistof  not  less  than  Seven  Commissioned  Officers,  c**^*^^^^ual? 
except  in  Bermuda^  the  Bahamas,  Africa,  and  the  Australian 
Colonies,  where  it  may  consist  of  not  less  than  Five  Commis- 
sioned Officers^  and  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  any  Imprison- 
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ment,  with  or  witbont  hard  Labour,  in  any  public  Prison  or  other 
Place  which  such  Court,  or  the  0£Bcer  commanding  the  Regi- 
ment or  Corps  to  which  the  Offender  belongs  or  is  attached,  shail 
appoint,  and  may  also  direct  that  such  Offender  shall  be  kept  in 
solitary  Confinement  for  the  Whole  or  any  Portion  or  Portions 
of  such  Imprisonment,  or  of  such  Imprisonment  with  hard 
Labour,  or  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  Corporal  Punishment, 
not  extending  to  Life  or  Limb,  for  Immorality,  Misbehaviour, 
or  Neglect  of  Duty ;  and  such  Court  may,  in  addition  to  either 
of  the  said  Punishments,  sentence  a  Soldier  to  Forfeiture  of  all 
Advantage  as  to  additional  Pay,  and  to  Pension  on  Discbarge, 
for  disgraceful  Conduct, 

In  wilfully  maiming  or  injuring  himself,  or  any  other  Sol- 
dier, at  the  Instance  of  such  Soldier,  with  Intent  to  render 
himself  or  such  Soldier  unfit  for  Service : 
In  tampering  with  his  Eyes : 

In  malingering,    feigning  Disease,    absenting    himself  from 
Hospital  whilst  under  Medical  Care,  or  other  gross  Viola- 
tion of  the  Rules  of  any  Hospital,  thereby  wilfully  producing 
or  aggravating  Disease  or  Infirmity,  or  wilfully  delaying  his 
Cure: 
In  purloining  or  selling  Government  Stores: 
In  stealing  any  Money  or  Goods,  the  Property  of  a  Comrade, 
of  a  Military  Officer,  or  of  any  Military  or   Regimental 
Mess: 
In  producing  false  or  fraudulent  Accounts  or  Returns : 
In   embezzling  or  fraudulently  misapplying  Public  Money 

entrusted  to  him  t 
Or  in  committing  any  petty  Offence  of  a  felonious  or  fraudu- 
lent Nature,  to  the  Injury  of  or  with  Intent  to  injure  any 
Person,  Civil  or  Militarv : 
Or  for  any  other  disgraceful  Conduct,  being  of  a  cruel,  inde- 
cent, or  unnatural  Kind : 
And  such  Offender  may  be  further  put  under  Stoppages,  not 
exceeding  Two  Thirds  of  his  daily  Pay,  until  the  Amount  be 
made  good  of  any  Loss  or  Damage  arising  out  of  his  Miscon- 
duct ;    and  if  any  Soldier  shall  be  convicted  of  any  stich  dis- 
graceful Conduct,  and  shall  be  sentenced  to  Forfeiture  of  his 
Claim  to  Pension,  the  Court  may  further  recommend  him  to  be 
discharged  with  Ignominy  from  His  Majesty^s  Service ;  and  any 
such  Court  shall  deprive  a  Soldier,  if  convicted  of  a  Charge  of 
habitual  Drunkenness,  of  his  Liquor  when  issued  in  Kind,  or  of 
his  Allowance  in  lieu  of  Beer  or  Liquor,  or  of  such  Proportion 
thereof,  or  of  such  Portion  of  his  additional  or  regular  Pay,  for 
such  Period,  not  exceeding  Two  Years,  as  may  accord  with  His 
Majesty's  Articles  of  War,  subject  to  Restoration  on  subsequent 
good  Conduct;  and  in  addition  to  any  such  Punishment,  the 
Court  may,  if  it  shall  think  fit,  sentence  such  Offender  to  Impri- 
sonment or  to  Corporal'  Punishment ;  provided  that  in  all  the 
foregoing  Cases  the  Sentences  of  a  District  or  Garrison  Court- 
martial  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Officer,  Governor,  or 
Senior  Officer  in  command  of  the  District,  Crarrison,  Island,  or 

Colony ; 
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Colony ;  and  the  President  of  every  Court-martial,  other  than 
a  General  Court-martial,  not  being  under  the  Rank  of  Captain, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Officer  convening  such  Court-martial ; 
provided  that  such  Court-martial  shall  not  have  Power  to  pass 
any  Sentence  of  Death  or  Transportation. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  Cases  of  Mutiny  and  gross  In-  n^gimental 
subordination,  or  any  Offences  committed  on  the  Line  of  March,  Courts-martiaL 
the  Offence  may  be  tried  by  a  Regimental  Court-martial,  and 
the  Sentence  confirmed  and  carried  into  execution  on  the  Spot 
by  the  Officer  in  the  immediate  Command  of  the  Troops,  pro- 
vided that  the  Sentence  shall  not  exceed  that  which  a  Regimental 
Court-martial  is  competent  to  award ;  and  a  Regimental  Court- 
martial  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  Imprisonment,  with  or 
without  hard  Labour,  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  Thir^ 
Days,  and  to  solitary  Confinement  for  any  Period  not  exceeding 
Twenty  Days ;  and  whenever  any  such  Court-martial  shall  sen- 
tence any  Sioldier  to  Imprisonment  as  aforesaid  it  may  (if  it  shall 
think  fit)  direct  that  he  be  kept  in  solitary  Confinement  for  a 
certain  Portion  or  Portions  of  the  Period  of  such  Imprisonment: 
Provided  always,  that  when  such  Court  shall  direct  the  Imprison- 
ment to  be  part  solitary  and  part  otherwise,  the  whole  Period 
of  such  Imprisonment,  including  the  solitary  Part  thereof,  shall 
not  exceed  Twenty  Days ;  and  a  Regimental  Court-martial  may 
sentence  any  Soldier  for  being  drunk  when  on  or  for  Duty  or 
Parade,  or  on  the  Line  of  March,  to  be  deprived  of  a  Penny 
a  Day  of  his  Pay  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  Thirty  Days,  in 
addition  to  any  other  Punishment  which  such  Court  may  award. 

XL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Soldier  who  shall  be  Marking  a 
found  guilty  of  Desertion  by  a  General,  or  District,  or  Garrison  ** 
Conrt-martial,  where  such  Findings  shall  be  duly  approved,  or  of 
Felony  in  any  Court  of  Civil  Judicature,  shall  tliereupon  forfeit 
all  Advantage  as  to  additional  Pay,  and  to  Pension  on  Discharge^ 
in  addition  to  any  Punishment  which  such  Court  may  award ; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Court-martial  empowered  to  try 
the  Crime  of  Desertion,  in  addition  to  any  otlier  Punishment,  to 
direct  that  the  Offender  be  marked  on  the  Left  Side,  Two  Inches 
below  the  Arm-pit,  with  the  Letter  (D.),  such  Letter  not  to 
f  be  less  than  an  Inch  long,  and  to  be  marked  upon  the  Skin  with 
some  Ink  or  Gunpowder,  or  other  Preparation,  so  as  to  be  visible 
and  conspicuous,  and  not  liable  to  be  obliterated. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  P§wcrsofa 
commanding  any  District,  Detachment  or  Portion  of  His  Majes-  Q^^^l^lJi^al. 
ty's  Troops  which  may  at  any  Time  be  serving  ogt  of  His 
Majesty's  Dominions,  upon  Complaint  made  to  him  of  any 
Offence  committed  against  the  Property  or  Person  of  any  Inha- 
bitant of  or  Resident  in  any  such  Countries,  by  any  Person 
serving  with  or  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Armies,  being  under 
the  immediate. Command  of  any  such  Officer,  to  summon  and 
cause  to  assemble  a  Court-martial,  which  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  Three  Officers,  for  the  Purpose  of  trying  any  such  Person, 
notwithstanding  any  such  Officer^  shall  not  iiave  received  any 
Warrant  empowering  him  to  assemble  Courts-martial;  and  every 
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such  Court-martial  shall  have  the  same  Powers  in  regard  to  sam- 
mouing  and  examining  Witnesses,  Trial  of  and  Sentence  upon 
Offenders,  as  are  granted  by  this  Act  to  General  Courts-martial ; 
provided  that  no  Sentence  of  any  such  Court-martial  shall  be 
executed  until  the  General  commanding  in  chief  the  Array  of 
which  the  Division,  Brigade,  Detachment,  or  Party  to  which  any 
Person  so  tried,  convicted,  and  adjudged  to  suffer  Punishment 
shall  belong,  shall  have  approved  and  confirmed  the  same. 
Mixture  of  XIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  certain  Cases,  where  it  may 

C^rt^mlriUd.   ^  necessary  or  expedient,   OflSccrs  of  His  Majesty's  Marine 

Forces  may  sit  upon  Courts-martial  in  conjunction  with  Officers 
of  His  Majesty's  Land  Forces,  and  such  Courts-martial  shall 
be  regulated,  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes,  in  like  Manner  as  if 
they  were  composed  of  Officers  of  the  Land  Forces  only,  whether 
the  Commanding  Officer  by  whose  Orders  such  Court-martial 
is  assembled  belongs  to  the  Land  or  to  the  Marine  Forces; 
and  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Land  Forces,  and  Officers  in  the 
Service  of  the  East  India  Company,  when  serving  together, 
may  be  associated  in  Courts-martial,  which  shall,  to  all  Intents 
and  Purposes,  be  regulated  in  like  Manner  as  if  consisting

Evidence  against  him ;  provided  that  no  such  Evidence  shall  in 
any  Case  be  received  until  after  the  Prisoner  shall  have  been 
found  guilty  of  such  Offence,  and  then  only  for  the  Purpose  of 
affixing  Punishment;  and  provided  also,  that  after  he  shall  so 
have  been  found  guilty,  and  before  such  Evidence  shall  be  re- 
ceived, it  shall  be  proved  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Court  that 
he  had  previously  to  his  Trial  received  Notice  of  the  Intention 
to  produce  such  Evidence  on  the  same ;  and  provided  further, 
that  the  Court  shall  in  no  Case  award  to  him  any  greater  or 
other  Punishment  or  Punishments  than  may  by  this  Act  and  by 
the  Articles  of  War  be  awarded  for  the  Offence  of  which  he  shall 
so  have  been  found  guilty. 
Apprehension  XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 

of  DMerten.       Constable  of  any  Place  where  any  Person  reasonably  suspected 

to  be  a  Deserter  shall  be  found,  or  of  any  adjoining  Place,  and 
if  no  such  Constable  can  be  immediately  met  with,  then  for  any 
Officer  or  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  Service,  to  apprehend  or  cause 
such  suspected  Person  to  be  apprehended,  and  to  cause  him  to 
be  brought  before  any  Justice  living  in  or  near  such  Place,  and 
acting  for  the  same  or  any  adjoining  County,  who  hath  hereby 
Power  to  examine  such  suspected  Person ;  and  if  by  his  Con- 
fession, or  the  Testimony  of  One  or  more  Witnesses  upon  Oath, 
or  by  the  Knowledge  of  such  Justice,  it  shall  appear  that  such 
suspected  Person  is  a  Soldier,  and  ought  to  be  with  the  Corps  to 
which  he  belongs,  such  Justice  shall  forthwith  cause  him  to  be 
conveyed  to  some  public  Prison  in  such  Place,  or  if  there  be  no 
public  Prison  in  such  Place,  then,  at  the  Discretion  of  such  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace,  to  the  nearest  or  most  convenient  public  Prison 
in  the  same  or  any  next  adjoining  County,  or  to  the  Provost 
Marshal  in  case  such  Deserter  shall  be  apprehended  within  the 
City  or  Liberties  of  Dublin  or  Places  adjacent ;  or  if  such  De* 
^rter  shall  be  apprehended  by  any  Party  of  Soldiers  of  his  own 
Regiment,  or  shall  be  apprehended  in  the  Vicinity  of  the  Head 
Quarters  or  of  any  Depot  of  the  Regiment  to  which  he  shall 
belong,  then  such  Justice  may  deliver  such  Deserter  to  the  Party 
of  his  Regiment,  or  may  order  such  Deserter  to  be  taken  to  the 

Head 
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Head  Quarters  or  Depot  of  the  Regiment  to  which  he  shall 
belong,  instead  of  committing  him  to  Prison ;  and  such  Justice 
shall  transmit  an  Account  thereof,  in  the  Form  prescribed  in  the 
Schedule  annexed  to  this  Act,  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  specifying 
at  the  Foot  thereof  the  Commitment  to  Prison,  or  Delivery  of 
such  Deserter  to  the  Party  of  his  Regiment  in  order  for  his  being 
taken  to  the  Head  Quarters  or  Depot  of  his  Regiment,  as  the 
Case  may  be,  to  the  end  that  such  Person  may  be  removed  by 
an  Order  from  the  Office  of  the  said  Secretary  at  War,  and 
proceeded  against  according  to  Law ;  and  such  Justice  shall  also 
send  to  the  Secretary  at  War  a  Report  stating  the  Names  of  the 
Persons  by  whom  the  Deserter  was  apprehended  and  secured ; 
aixl  the  Secretary  at  War  shall  transmit  to  such  Justice  an 
Order  for  the  Payment  to  such  Persons  of  such  Sum,  not  exceed- 
ing Forty  Shillings,  as  the  Secretary  at  War  shall  be  satisfied 
they  are  entitled  to,  according  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning 
of  this  Act :  Provided  also,  that  the  Fee  or  Reward  taken  by  any 
Justice  or  his  Clerk  in  respect  of  any  Information,  Commitment^ 
or  Report  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  no  Case  exceed  the  Sum  of  Two 
Sbilliugs. 

XXIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  Person  who  shall  volun-  Fraudulent 
tarily  deliver  himself  up  as  a  Deserter  from  His  Majesty  s  Forces,  ^l^^^^'J^"  ^ 
or  the  embodied  Militia,  or  the  Forces  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany, or  who,  upon  being  apprehended  for  any  Offence,  shall, 
io  the  Presence  of  the  Justice,  confess  himself  to  be  a  Deserter 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  duly  enlisted  and  to 
be  a  Soldier,  and  shall  be  liable  to  serve  in  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Forces,  as  His  Majesty  shall  think  fit  to  appoint,  whether  such 
Person  shall  have  been  ever  actually  enlisted  as  a  Soldier  or  not ; 
and  iu  case  such  Person  shall  not  be  a  Deserter  from  the  Regi- 
ment stated  in  such  Confession  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  punished 
as  a  Rogue  and  Vagabond,  or  may  be  prosecuted  and  punished 
for  obtaining  Money  under  false  Pretences ;  and  the  Confession 
and  re<:eiving  Subsistence  as  a  Soldier  by  such  Person  shall  be 
Evidence  of  the  false  Pretence  and  of  the  obtaining  Money  to  the 
Amount  of  the  Value  of  such  Subsistence,  and  the  Value  of  such 
Subsistence  so  obtained  may  be  charged  in  the  Indictment  as  so 
much  Money  received  by  such  Person  ;  and  in  case  such  Person 
shall  have  been  previously  convicted  of  the  like  Offence,  or  as 
a  Rogue  and  Vagabond  for  making  a  fraudulent  Confession  of 
Desertion,  such  former  Conviction  may  be  alleged  in  the  Indict- 
ment, and  may  be  proved  upon  the  Trial  of  such  Person ;  and 
in  such  Indictment  for  a  Second  Of&nce  it  shall  be  sufficient  to 
state  that  the  Offender  was  at  a  certain  Time  and  Place  convicted 
of  obtaining  Money  under  false  Pretences  as  a  Deserter,  or  as  a 
Rogue  and  Vagabond  for  making  a  fraudulent  Confession  of 
Desertion,  without  otherwise  describing  the  said  Offence ;  and  a 
Certificate  containing  the  Substance  and  Effect  only  (omitting 
the  formal  Part)  of  the  Indictment  and  Conviction  for  the  former 
Offence,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  or 
other  Officer  having  the  Custody  of  the  Records  of  the  Court 
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where  the  OflFender  was  first  convicted,  or  by  the  Deputy  of  such 
Clerk,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the  convicting  Magistrates,  shall,  upon 
Proof  of  the  Identity  of  the  Person  of  the  Offender,  be  sufficient 
Evidence  of  the  First  Conviction,  without  Proof  of  the  Signature 
or  official  Character  of  the  Person  appearing  to  have  signed  the 
same;  and  if  the  Person  so  confessing  himself  to  be  a  Deserter 
shall  be  serving  at  the  Time  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  Deserter. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Recruit  who  shall  desert 
prior  to  joining  the  Regiment  for  which  he  has  enlisted  shall,  on 
being  apprehended,  and  committed  for  such  Desertion  by  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  upon  the  Testimony  of  One  or  more  Wit'- 
nesses  upon  Oath,  or  upon  his  own  Confession,  be  liable  to  be 
transferred  to  any  Regiment  or  Depot  nearest  to  ihe  Place  where 
he  shall  have  been  apprehended^  or  to  any  other  Regiment  to 
which  His  Majesty  may  deem  it  more  desirable  that  he  should 
be  transferred :  Provided  always,  that  all  Cavalry  Recruits  so 
committed  for  Desertion  shall  be  transferred  to  Cavalry  Regi- 
ments, and  Infantry  Recruits  to  Infantry  Regiments;  and  that 
such  Deserters  thus  transferred  shall  not  be  liable  to  other  Punish- 
ment for  the  Offence,  nor  to  any  other  Penalty,  except  the 
Forfeiture  of  their  personal  Bounty,  reserving  only  for  them  that 
Part  of  the  Bounty  which  is  applicable  to  and  required  for  the 
Provision  of  Necessaries. 

XXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Person  who  shall,  in 
any  Part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  directly  or  indirectly  per- 
suade any  Soldier  to  desert,  shall  suffer  such  Punishment  by  Fine 
or  Imprisonment,  or  both,  as  the  Court  before  which  the  Con- 
viction may  take  place  shall  adjudge ;  and  every  Person  who  shall 
assist  any  Deserter,  knowing  him  to  be  such,  in  deserting  or  in 
concealing  himself,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  Offence  the  Sum 
of  Twenty  Pounds. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Commissioned  Officer 
who  shall,  without  Warrant  from  One  or  more  of  His  Majesty's 
Justices,  forcibly  enter  into  or  break  open  the  Dwelling  House 
or  Outhouses  of  any  Person  whomsoever,  under  Pretence  of 
searching  for  Desertei's,  shall,  upon  due  Proof  thereof,  forfeit  tbe 
Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Gaoler  and  Keeper 
of  any  Prison  or  House  of  Correction  in  every  Part  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Dominions  shall,  upon  the  Order  in  Writing  of  any  Com- 
manding Officer  of  a  District,  Garrison,  Regiment,  or  Corps, 
(as  the  Case  may  be,)  receive  into  his  Custody  any  Soldier  under 
Sentence  of  Imprisonment  by  a  General  or  other  Court-martial, 
and  keep  him  in  a  proper  Place  of  Confinement,  with  or  without 
hard  Labour,  according  to  the  Sentence  of  the  Court,  and  during 
the  Time  specified  in  the  said  Order,  or  until  he  be  discharged, 
or  shall,  although  the  Period  for  which  the  Soldier  was  originally 
committed  may  not  have  expired,  deliver  him  up  to  any  Person 
producing  an  Order  in  Writing  to  that  Effect  from  any  such 
Commanding  Officer  as  aforesaid ;  and  every  such  Gaoler  who* 

shaU 
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shall  refuse  to  receive  and  to  confine  any  such  Non-commissioned 
Officer  or  Soldier  in  manner  as  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  for  every 
such  Offence  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds. 

XXVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Gaoler  or  Person  hav-  Custody  and 
ing  the  immediate  Inspection  of  any  Prison,  Gaol,  or  House  of  i)^*^^^^  ^ 
Correction  in  every  Part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  shall  diet 

and  supply  every  Soldier  with  Fuel  and  other  Necessaries  accord- 
ing to  the  Regulations  of  the  Prison  to  which  he  shall  be  com- 
mitted, and  shall  receive  on  account  of  every  Soldier,  during 
the  Period  of  his  Imprisonment,  Sixpence  per  Diemi  which  the 
Secretary  at  War  shall  cause  to  be  issued  out  of  the  Subsistence 
of  such  Soldier,  upon  Application  in  Writing,  signed  by  any  Jus- 
tice within  whose  Jurisdiction  such  Place  of  Confinement  shall 
be  locally  situated,  t<^ether  with  a  Copy  of  the  Order  of  Com- 
mitment, and  which  Sum  of  Sixpence  per  Diem  shall  be  carried 
to  the  Credit  of  the  Fund  from  which  the  Expence  of  such  Prison 
or  House  of  Correction  is  defrayed ;  and  such  Gaoler  is  hereby 
required  to  receive  and  confine  every  Deserter  who  shall  be 
deliYered  into  his  Custody  by  any  Soldier  conveying  such  De- 
serter under  lawful  Authority,  on  Production  of  the  Warrant  of 
the  Justice  of  the  Peace  on  which  such  Deserter  shall  have  been 
taken,  or  some  Order  from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  at  War, 
which  Order  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  Deserter  shall  have 
arrived  at  his  Destination,  and  such  Gaoler  shall  be  entitled  to 
One  Shilling  for  the  safe  Custody  of  the  said  Deserter  while 
halted  on  the  March,  and  to  such  Subsistence  for  his  Main- 
tenance as  shall  be  directed  by  His  Majesty's  Regulations. 

XXIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Gaoler,  to  whom  any  Notice  of  Ex- 
Notice  shall  have  been  given  that  any  Person  in  his  Custody  for  ^ij^n^^^J"' 
any  Offence  is  a  Soldier  liable  to  serve  His  Majesty  on  the  Expi- 
ration of  his  Imprisonment,  shall  give  One  Month's  Notice  of  the 

Period  of  such  Expiration  of  Imprisonment,  or  if  there  shall  not 
be  sufficient  Time  for  a  Month's  Notice,  then  the  longest  prac- 
ticable Notice  thereof,  to  the  Secretary  at  War. 

XXX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  Penom  subject 
shall  apply  to  all  Persons  employed  on  the  Recruiting  Service  ^  *^"  ^^ 
receiving  Pay  in  respect  of  such  Service,  and  to  the  Forces  of 

the  East  India  Company,  while  they  shall  be  in  any  Part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  until  their  Arrival  in  the  Territories  of 
the  East  India  Company,  and  to  the  Officers  and  Persons  now  or 
hereafter  serving  and  hired  to  be  employed  in  the  Royal  Artillery 
and  Field  Train,  and  Master  Gunners  and  Gunners,  and  Con^ 
doctors  of  Stores,  and  in  the  Regiment  of  Royal  Engineers  and 
the  Corps  of  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners,  and  in  the  Corps  of 
Royal  Military  Surveyors  and  Draftsmen,  in  the  Ordnance  and 
in  the  Commissariat  Departments,  and  who  are  or  shall  be  serving 
with  any  Part  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  at  Home  or  Abroad, 
under  the  Command  of  any  Officer  having  .Comnjission  from 
His  Majesty,  and  all  Storekeepers  and  other  Civil  Officers  who 
are  or  shall  be  employed  by  or  act  under  the  Ordnance  at  any  of 
His  Majesty's  Ordnance  Establishments  at  Foreign  Stations; 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  to  affect 
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any  Security  which  has  been  given  by  such  Storekeeper,  Barrack 
Master,  or  other  Officer,  or  their  Sureties,  for  the  due  Perfor- 
mance of  their  respective  Offices,  under  the  Provisions  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Fiftieth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King 
George  the  Third,  to  regulate  the  taking  of  Securities  in  all 
Offices,  but  that  such  Bonds  and  other  Securities  shall  be  and 
remain  in  full  Force  and  Effect 

XXXL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  Officers  and  Soldiers  of 
any  Troops,  being  mustered  and  in  Pay,  which  shall  be  raised 
and  serving  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  Abroad,  or  in 
Places  in  Possession  of  or  occupied  by  His  Majesty's  Subjects, 
under  the  Command  of  any  Officer  having  any  Commission  im- 
mediately from  His  Majesty,  shall  be  liable  to  Martial  Law  in 
like  Manner  as  His  Majesty's  other  Forces  are ;  and  if  such 
Officers  and  Soldiei's,  having  been  made  Prisoners,  be  sent  into 
England  or  Ireland^  although  not  allowed  to  serve  therein,  all  the 
Provisions  of  this  Act  in  regard  to  billetting  Soldiers  shall  apply 
to  such  Officers  and  Soldiers. 

XXXn.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  nothing  in  tliis  Act  con- 
tained shall  in  anywise  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  of  the 
Militia  Forces  or  Yeomanry  or  Volunteer  Corps  in  GrecU  Britain 
or  Aelandf  excepting  only  in  such  Cases  wherein,  by  any  Act  or 
Acts  for  regulating  any  of  the  said  Forces  or  Corps,  the  Provisions 
contained  in  any  Act  for  punishing  Mutiny  and  Desertion  shall 
be  specifically  made  applicable  to  the  said  Corps. 

XXXni.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  tl)is  Act  shall  be  construed 
to  extend  to  the  Islands  of  Jersey,  Guernsey ,  Aldemey,  Sarh,  and 
Man,  and  the  Islands  thereto  belonging,  as  to  the  Provisions 
therein  for  mustering  and  paying,  and  to  the  Provisions  for  the 
Trial  and  Punishment  of  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  shall  be 
charged  with  Mutiny  and  Desertion,  or  any  other  of  the  Offences 
which  are  by  this  Act  declared  to  be  punishable  by  the  Sentence 
of  a  General,  or  Garrison,  or  Detachment,  or  Regimental  Court- 
martial,  and  also  to  the  Provisions  which  relate  to  the  Punish- 
ment of  Persons  who  shall  conceal'Deserters,  or  shall  knowingly 
buy,  exchange,  or  otherwise  receive  any  Arms,  Clothes,  Military' 
Furniture,  or  Regimental  Necessaries  from  any  Soldier  or  De- 
serter, or  who  sliall  cause  the  Colour  of  any  such  Clothes  to  be 
changed. 

XXXIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Person  who  shall 
receive  Enlisting  Money  from  any  Person  employed  in  the  He- 
cruiting  Service,  he  being  an  Officer,  Non-commissioned  Officer, 
or  an  attested  Soldier,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  enlisted  as  a  Sol- 
dier in  His  Majesty's  Service,  and  while  he  shall  remain  with  the 
Recruiting  Party  shall  be  entitled  to  be  billetted ;  and  every  Per- 
son who  shall  enlist  any  Rec&uit  shall  fii-st  ask  the  Person  offering 
to  enlist  whether  he  does  or  does  not  belong  to  the  Militia,  and 
shall  cause  to  be  taken  down,  in  Writing,  the  Name  and  Place 
of  Abode  of  such  Recruit ;  and  if  such  Recruit  shall  not  reside 
in  or  in  the  Vicinity  of  the  Town  or.  Place  where  he  offered  to 
enlist,  the  Place  also  at  which  he  shall  declare  tliat  he  intends  to 
sleep,  in  order  that  within  Forty-eight  but  not  sooner  than  Twenty* 
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iaw  Hours  after  his  having  received  the  Enlisting  Money  Notice 
of  his  having  so  enlisted  be  given  to  the  Recruit  or  left  at  his  ' 

usual  Place  oF  Abode,  or  at  the  Place  where  he  stated  that  it  was 
his  Intention  to  sleep ;  and  when  any  Person  shall  be  enlisted 
AS  a  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  Land  Service  he  shall  within  Four 
Days,  any  intervening  Sunday  not  included,  but  not  sooner 
thaA  Twenty*four  Hours  after  such  Enlisting,  appear,  together 
with  some  Person  employed  in  the  Recruiting  Service  of  the 
Party  with  which  he  shall  have  enlisted,  before  a  Justice,  or,  in 
Seodand^  before  any  Baillie  of  a  Royal  Burgh,  residing  within  the 
Vicinity  of  the  Place,  and  acting  for  the  Division  or  District  where 
such  Recruit  shall  have  been  enlisted,  and  not  being  an  Officer  in 
the  Army ;  and  if  such  Recruit  shall  declare  his  having  volun- 
tariij  enlisted,  the  said  Justice  shall  put  to  him  the  several  Ques- 
tions contained  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed,  and  shall 
record  or  cause  to  be  recorded  in  Writing  his  Answers  there- 
unto ;  and  the  said  Justice  is  hereby  required  forthwith  to  cause 
the  Answers  so  recorded  in  Writing,  and  the  First  and  Second 
Articles  of  the  Second  Section  of  the  Articles  of  War  against 
Mutiny  and  Desertion,  to  be  read  over  in  his  own  Presence  to 
njtA  Recruit,  and  to  administer  to  such  Recruit  the  Oath  in  tlie 
Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  for  limited  or  unlimited  Service, 
or  for  Service  in  the  Forces  of  the  Ectst  India  Company,  as  may 
be  applicable  to  the  Case  of  the  Recruit,  and  no  other  Oaths,  any 
thing  in  any  Acts  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  the  said 
Justice  k  hereby  required  to  give,  under  his  Hand,  the  Certificate 
in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed ;  and  if  any  such  Recruit  so 
to  be  certified  shall  refuse  to  take  the  Oath  in  the  Schedule  to  this 
Act  annexed  before  the  said  Justice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  with  whom  he  enlisted  to 
detain  and  confine  such  Person  until  he  shall  take  the  said  Oath 
of  Fidelity. 

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Recruit  appearing  as  Diasentand 
aforesaid  before  such  Justice  shall  be  at  liberty  to  declare  his  Dis-  Relief  from 
sent  to  such  Enlisting,  and  upon  such  Declaration,  and  return-  ^*»^«*™«"*- 
ing  the  Enlisting  Money,  and  also  paying  the  Sum  of  Twenty 
Shillings  for  the  Charges  expended  upon  him,  together  with  the 
full  Amount  of  Subsistence  and  Beer  Money  which  shall  have 
been  paid  to  such  Recruit  subsequent  to  the  Period  of  his  having 
been  enlisted,  shall  be  forthwith  discharged  and  set  at  liberty  in 
the  Presence  of  such  Justice ;  but  if  such  Person  shall  refuse  or 
neglect,  within  the  Space  cf  Twenty<-four  Hours  after  so  de- 
claring his  Dissent,  to  return  such  Money  as  aforesaid,  he  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  enlisted  as  if  he  had  given  his  Assent 
thereto  before  the  said  Justice :  Provided  also,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  Justice  to  discliarge  any  Person  who  shall  have 
hastily  enlisted,  and  who  shall  apply  to  him  to  declare  his  Dis- 
sent within  such  Four  Days  as  aforesaid,  upon  Payment  of  the 
Sam  of  Money  required  to  be  paid  by  any  Recruit  declaring  his 
Dissent  under  this  Act,  notwithstanding  no  Person  belonging  to 
the  Recruiting  Party  shall  be  with  the  Recruit,  if  it  shal)  appear 
to  such  Justice,  upon  Proof  to  his  Satisfaction,  that  the  Recruit- 
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ing  Party  has  left  the  Place  where  such  Recruit  was  enlisted,  or 
that  the  Recruit  could  not  procure  any  Person  belonging  to  such 
Party  to  go  with  him  before  the  Justice ;  and  the  Sum  paid  by 
such  Recruit  upon  his  Discharge  shall  be  kept  by  the  Justice,  and 
paid  to  any  Person  belonging  to  the  Recruiting  Party  entitled 
thereto  demanding  the  same ;  provided  that  no  Recruit  who  has 
been  actually,  though  erroneously,  discharged  by  the  Justice  be- 
fore the  Expiration  of  Twenty-foui:  Hours  after  the  Time  of  his 
Enlistment,  shall  be  liable  on  that  Account  to  be  proceeded  against 
as  having  deserted  from  His  Majesty's  Service ;  and  the  Justice 
who  shall  discharge  any  Recruit  shall  in  every  Case  give  a  Cer- 
tificate thereof,  signed  with  his  Hand,  to  the  Recruit,  specifyiiig 
the  Cause  thereof.

Period  of  Four  Days  aforesaid,  such  Recruit  shall  be  deemed  to

nected  therewith  ;  and  if  in  Ireland,  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Ninth 
Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  for  con--  9  G.  4.  «.  55. 
9oUdaHng  and  amending  the  Laws  in  Ireland  relative  to  Larceny 
and  other  Offences  connected  therewith;  and  the  Production  of 
such  Certificate,  and  Proof  of  the  Handwriting  of  the  Justice 
giving  such  Certificate,  shall  be  sufficient  Evidence  of  such  Party 
having  represented  the  several  Particulars  contained  in  the  Oath 
sworn  by  him,  and  specified  in  the  Certificate  of  the  Justice  at 
the  Time  of  bis  being  attested ;  and  that  Proof  by  the  Oath  of 
One  or  more  credible  Witnesses,  that  the  Person  so  prosecuted 
hath  voluntarily  acknowledged  that  at  the  Time  of  his  Enlist-

'  any  Subject  or  Inhabitant  to  refuse  to  quarter  any  Soldier, 

*  notwithstanding  any  Warrant  or  Biiletting  whatsoever :  And 
^  whereas  by  an   Act  passed  in  Ireland  in  the  Sixth  Year  of 

<  the  Reign  of  Queen  Anney  intituled  An  Act  to  prevent  the 

*  Disorders  that  may  happen  by  the  marching  of  SoUiers^  and 

*  providing  Carriages  for  the  Baggage  of  Soldiers  on  their  Marchy 

*  it  was  enacted,  that  no  Officer,  Soldier,  or  Trooper  in  the 
^  Army,  nor  the  Servant  of  any  Officer,  nor  any  Attendant  on 
^  the  Train  of  Artillery,  should  at  any  Time  thereafter  be  al~ 

<  lowed  any  Quarters  in  any  Part  of  Ireland,  save  only  during 
'  such  Time  as  he  or  they  should  be  and  remain  in  some  Seaportv 

<  Town  in  order  to  be  transported,  or  during  such  Time  as  there 
^  should  be  any  Commotion  in  any  Part  of  Ireland,  by  reason  of 

*  which  Emergency  the  Army  should  be  commanded  to  marcli 

<  from  any  Purt  of  Irekaid  to  another :'  But  forasmuch  as  at 
this  Time,  during  the  Continuance  of  this  Act,  there  is  and  may 
be  Occasion  for  the  marching  and  quartering  of  Regiments, 
Troops,  and  Companies  in  several  Parts  of  the  United.  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Irdand,  be  it  further  enacted,  Tliat 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  all  Constables  of  Parishes  and  Places^  and 
other  Persons  specified  in  this  Act,  in  England  and  Ireland^  and 
they  are  hereby  required,  to  billet  the  GNBBcers  and  Soldiers  in 
His  Majesty's  Service,  and  Persons  receiving  Pay  in  His  Ma- 
jesty's Army,  and  the  Horses  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Cavalry, 
and  also  all  Staff  and  Field  Officers  Horses,  and  all  Bat  and 
Baggage  Horses  belonging  to  any  of  His  Majesty's  other  Forces, 
when  on  actual  Service,  not  exceeding  for  each  Officer  the  Num- 
ber for  which  Forage  is  or  shall  be  allowed  by  His  M&jesty*s 
Regulations,  in  Victualling  Houses  and  other  Houses  specified 
in  tnis  Act  (taking  care  in  Ireland  not  to  billet  less  than  Two 
Men  in  any  One  House,  except  only  in  case  of  biiletting  Cavalry 
as  specially  provided) ;  and  that  they  shall  be  received  by  the 
Occupiers  of  such  Houses  in  which  they  are  so  allowed  to  be  bil- 
letted,  and  be  furnished  by  sudi  Victuallers  with  proper  Accom- 
modation in  such  Hottsei,  or  if  any  Victualler  shall  not  have  suf- 
ficient Accommodadon  in  the  House  upon  which  a  Soldier  is 
billetted,  then  in  some  good  and  sufficient  Quarters  to  be  provided 
by  such  Victualler  in  the  immediate  Neighbourhood,  and  in 
England  with  Diet  and  Small  Beer,  and  with  Stables,  Hay,  and 
Straw  for  such  Horses  as  aforesaid,  paying  and  allowing  for  the 
same  the  several  Rates  herein-after  provided ;  and  at  no  Time 
when  Troops  are  on  a  March  slmll  any  of  them,  whether  Infantry 
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or  Cavalry 9  be  billett^d  above  One  Mile  from  the  Place  men- 
tioned in  the  Route ;  and  in  all  Places  where  Cavalry  shall  be 
billetted  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  Men  and  their  Horses  shall 
be  billetted  in  one  and  the  same  House,  except  in  case  of  Neces- 
sity;  and  in  no  other  Case  whatsoever  shall  there  be  less  than 
One  Man  billetted  where  there  shall  be  One  or  Two  Horses, 
Dor  less  than  Two  Men  where  there  shall  be  Four  Horses,  and 
so  in  proportion  for  a  greater  Number ;  and  in  no  Case  shall  a 
Man  and  his  Horse  be  billetted  at  a  greater  Distance  from  each 
other  than  One  hundred  Yards;  and  the  Constables  are  hereby 
required  to  billet  all  Soldiers  and  their  Horses  on  their  March 
in  a  just  and  equal  Proportion  upon  the  Keepers  of  all  Houses 
«  within  One  Mile  of  the  Place  mentioned  in  the  Route,,  although 
some  of  such  Houses  may  be  in  the  adjoining  County,  in  like 
Manner  in  every  respect  as  if  such  Houses  were  locally  situate 
within  sach  Place;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  extend  to  authorize  any  Constable  to  billet  Sol- 
diers out  of  the  Coun^  to  which  such  Constable  belongs,  when 
the  Constable  of  the  adjoining  County  shall    be  present  and 
undertake  to  billet  the  due  Proportion  of  Men  in  such  adjoining 
County  ;  and  no  more  Billets  shall  at  any  Time  be  ordered  than 
there  are  effective  Soldiers  and  Horses  present  to  be  billetted ; 
all  which  Billets,  when  made  out  by  such  Constables,  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  Hands  of  the  Commanding  Officer  present; 
and  if  any  Person  shall  find  himsdf  aggrieved  by  having  an  undue 
Proportion  of  Soldiers  billetted  in  his  House,  and  shall  prefer 
his  Coniplaint,  if  against  a  Constable  or  other  Person  not  being 
a  Justice,  to  One  or  more  Justices,   and  if  against  a  Justice^ 
then  to  Two  or  more  Justices,  within  whose  Jurisdiction  such 
Soldiers    are    billetted,  such    Justices   respectively  shall   have 
Power  to  order  such  of  the  Soldiers  to  be  removed,  and  to  be 
billetted  upon  otiier  Persons,  as  they  shall  see  Cause;  and  when 
any  of  His  Majesty's  Cavalry  or  any  Horses  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  billetted  upon  the  Occupiers  of  Houses  in  which  Officers  or

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Stabler, are  hereby  required  to  billet  such  Men  and  Horses  so 
exchanged  accordingly;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice, 
at  the  Request  of  any  Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  com- 
manding any  Soldiers  requiring  Biilets,  to  extend  any  Routes 
or  enlarge  the  Districts  within  which  Billets  shall  be  required,  in 
such  Manner  as  shall  appear  to  be  most  convenient  to  the 
Troops;  provided  that,  to  prevent  or  punish  all  Abuses  in  billet- 
ting  Soldiers,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice  within  his  Juris- 
diction, by  Warrant  or  Order  under  his  Hand,  to  require  any 
Constable  to  give  him  an  Account  in  Writing  of  the  Number 
of  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  shall  be  quartered  by  such  Con- 
stable, together  with  the  Names  of  the  Persons  upon  whom  such

foix%  in  Scotland 2X  the  Time  of  its  Union  with  England;  and  \m> 
Officer  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  for  his  Lodging  where  he  shall  be 
regularly  billetted,  except  in  the  Suburbs  of  Edinburgh. 
BiUctting  Uie  LIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  Hi» 
n^^^!^  Majesty's  Foot  Guards  shall  be  billetted  within  the  City  and 
minster.  Liberties  of  Westminster^   and    Places   adjacent,    lying  in  the 

County  of  MidcUesex  (except  the  City  of  London)  and  in  the 
County  of  Surrey,  and  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  in  the  same 
Manner  and  under  the  same  Regulations  as  in  other  Parts  of 
England^  in  all  Cases  for  which  particular  Provision  is  not  made 
by  this  Act;  and  the  High  Constable  shall,  on  Receipt  of  the 
Order  for  billetting  Soldiers,  deliver  Precepts  to  the  several  Con- 
stables within  their  respective  Divisions,  in  pursuance  of  which 
the  said  Constables  shall  billet  such  Officers  and  Soldiers  equally 
and  proportionally  on  the  Houses  subjected  thereto  by  d)is  Act; 
and  the  said  Constables  shall,  at  every  General  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  to  be  holden  for  the  said  City  and  Liberties,  Counties  and 
Boroughs  respectively,  make  and  deliver  to  the  Justices  then  in 
open  Session  assembled,  upon  Oath,  which  Oath  the  said  Justices 
are  hereby  required  to  administer.  Lists,  signed  by  them  respec-

Jiutioes  in**  cuting  any  Military  Office  or  Commission  "in  any  Part  of  the 
billetting.  United  Kingdom  shall,  directly  or  indii^ectly,  be  concerned  in 

the  billetting  or  appointing  Quarters  for  any  Soldier  in  the  Regi- 
ment, Troop,  or  Company  under  the  immediate  Command  of 
such  Justice,  but  that  all  Warrants,  Acts,  or  Things  so  appointed 
by  such  Justice  for  or  concerning  the  same  shall  be  void.

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LIV.   And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  Allowance  to 
on  whom  any  Soldier  is  billetted  in  England  shall,  if  required  by  Innkeepers. 
such  Soldier,  farnish  him  for  every  Day  on  the  March,  and  for  a 
Period  not  exceeding  Two  Days  when  halted  at  the  intermediate 
Place  upon  the  March,  and  for  the  Day  of  the  Arrival  at  the 
Place  of  final  Destination,  with  One  hot  Meal  in  each  Day,  the 
Meal  to  consist  of  such  Quantities  of  Diet  and  Small  Beer  as 
may  be  fixed  by  His  Majesty's  Regulations,  not  exceeding  One 
Pound  and  a  Quarter  of  Meat  previous  to  being  dressed,  One 
Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes  or  other  Vegetables, 
and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar,  Salt,  and  Pepper, 
and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  furnishing  the 
same  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten-pence ;  and  all  Innholders 
and  other  Persons  on  whom  Soldiers  may  be  billetted  in  Englandj 
except  when  on  the  March,  and  entitled  to  be  furnished  with  the 
hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,  shall  furnish  such  Soldier  with  Candles, 
Vinegar',  and  Salt,  and  shall  allow  them  the  Use  of  Fire,  and  the 
necessary  Utensils  for  dressing  and  eating  their  Meat,  and  shall 
be  paid  in  consideration  thereof  the  Sum  of  One  Halfpenny  per 
Diem  for  each  Soldier;  and  the  Sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Innholder 
.or  other  Person  on  whom  any  of  the  Horses  belonging  to  His 
Majesty's  Forces  shall  be  billetted,  in  England,  for  Hay  and 
Straw,  shall  be  Ten-pence  per  Diem  for  each  Horse,  and  in 
Ireland  the  Sum  to  be  paid  for  Forage  to  the  Innholder  or  other 
Person  for  Horses  billetted  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  the  Rate 
established  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  suflBcient  Authority 
firom  Time  to  Time,  the  same  to  be  regulated  by  the  average 
Rate  of  Contracts  for  Forage  in  Ireland ;  and  for  the  Use  of 
Stables  in  Ireland,  when  such  Horses  are  provided  with  Hay  and 
Straw  by  Contract,  and  not  by  the  Occupiers  of  the  Houses  on 
which  they  are  billetted,  the  Sum  of  Four-pence  per  Week  for 
each  Horse  shall  be  paid ;  and  every  Officer  to  whom  it  belongs 
to  receive  or  who  does  actually  receive  the  Pay  for  any  Officers 
or  Soldiers  shall  every  Four  Days,  or  before  they  shall  quit  their 
Quarters  if  they  shall  not  remain  so  long  as  Four  Days,  settle 
the  just  Demands  of  all  Victuallers  or  other  Persons  upon  whom

by  His  or  their  Order,  distinctly  stating  that  a  Case  of  £mer> 
gency  doth  exist,  signified  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  or,  if  in 
Irdandj  by  the  Chief  Secretary  or  Under  Secretary,  or  the  First 
Clerk  in  the  Military  Department,  to  authorize  any  General  or 
Field  Officer  commanding  His  Majesty's  Forces  in  any  District 
or  Place,  or  to  the  Chief  Acting  Agent  for  the  Supply  of  Stores 
and  Provisions,  by  Writing  under  his  Hand,  reciting  such  Order 
of  His  Majesty  or  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Governor  aforesaid, 
to  require  all  Justices  within  their  several  Jurisdictions  in  England 
and  Ireland  to  issue  their  Warrants  for  the  Provision,  not  only 
of  Waggons,  Wains,  Carts,  and  Cars  kept  by  or  belonging  to 
any  Person,  and  for  any  Use  whatsoever,  but  also  of  Saddle 
Horses,  Coaches,  Post  Chaises,  Chaises,  and  other  Four-wheeled

Regard  being  had 
to  the  Season  of  the  Year  and  Condition  of  the  Ways  by  which 
such  Carriages  and  Vessels  are  to  pass.

any  Pier,  Wharf,  Quay,  or  Landing  Place,  or  passitig  Turn- 
pike Roads  or  Bridges,  otherwise  demandable]  by  virtue  of  any 
Act  already  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made ;  and  any  Toll  Col- 
lector who  shall  demand  and  receive  Toll  from  atty  of  His 
Majesty's  Officers  or  Soldiers^  they  being  in  proper  Staff  or 
Regimental  or  Military  Uniform,  Dress  or  Undress,  or  for  their 
Horses,  every  such  Tdl  Collector  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  Sum 
not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  for  every  such  Offence,  for  which 
Forfeiture  and  Penalty  he  shall  be  prosecuted  before  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace^  and  in  no  other  Way ;  provided  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  exempt  any  Boats  Barges,  or  other 
Vessels  employed  in  conveying  the  said  Persons,  Horses,  Bag- 
gage, or  Stores  along  any  Canal,  from  Payment  of  Tolls,  in  like 
Manner  as  other  Boats,  Barges,  and  Vessels  are  liable  thereto, 
except  when  employed  in  Cases  of  Emergency  as  herein«-beii>re 
enacted.

Maid  Servants  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  in  any  such  Houses, 
against  the  Consent  oJF  the  Occupiers ;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  exeente  suoh  Warrants  of  the  Justices  as  shall  be  directed  to 
him  for  providing  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels,  or  shaU  demand 
more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same ;  or  if  any  Person  ap- 
pointed by  such  Constable  to  provide  Carriages,  Horses,  or 
Vessels  shall  do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the  Execution  of

An  Act  for  the  Regulation  of  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Marine  Forces  while  on  Shore.      [22d  Jpril  1836.] 

T^HEREAS  it  is  judged  necessary  for  the  Safety  of  the 
^^     United  Kingdom,  and  the  Defence  of  the  Possessions  of 
this  Realm,  that  a  Body  of  Royal  Marine  Forces  should  be 
employed  in  His  Majesty's  Fleet  and  Naval  S^vice,  under  the 
Direction  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the  said  United  King- 
dom, or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord 
High  Admiral  aforesaid :  And  whereas  the  said  Forces  may 
frequently  be  quartered  or  be  on  shore,  or  sent  to  do  Duty  or 
be  on  board  Transport  Ships,  or  Merchant  Ships  or  Vessels,  or 
Ships  or  Vessek  of  His  Majesty,  or  other  Ships  or  Vessds,  or 
they  may  be  under  other  Circumstances  in  which  they  will  not 
be  subject  to  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Government  of  His 
Majesty's  Forces  by  Sea :  And  whereas  no  Man  can  be  fore- 
judged of  Life  or  Limb,  or  subjected  in  Time  of  Peace  to  any 
Kind  of  Punishment  within  this  Realm,  by  Martial  Law,  or 
in  any  other  Manner  than  by  the  Judgment  of  his  Peers,  and 
according  to  the  known  and  established  Laws  of  this  Realm ;

E refer  his  Complaint,  if  against  a  Constable  or  other  Person  not 
eing  a  Justice-,  to  One  or  more  Justices,  and  if  agunst  a  Justice, 
then  to  Two  or  more  Justices,  within  whose  Jurisdiction  such 
Marines  are  billetted,  such  Justices  respectively  shall  have  Power 
to  order  such  of  the  Marines  to  be  removed  and  to  be  billetted 
upon  other  Persons,  as  they  shall  see  Cause;  and  when  any 
Horses  belonging  to  the  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine

requisite  Accommodation ;  and  the  Commanding  Officer  may 
exchange  any  Man  or  Horse  billetted  in  any  Place  with  another 
Man  or  Horse  billetted  in  the  same  Place,  for  tlie  Convenience 
or  Benefit  of  the  Service,  provided  the  Number  of  Men  and 
Horses  do  not  exceed  the  Number  at  that  Tune  billetted  on

Account  in  Writing  of  the  Number  of  Officers  and  Marines  who

One  Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes  or  other  Vege- 
tables, and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar,  Salt,  and 
Pepper,  and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder,  or  other  Person  fur* 
nishing  the  same,  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten-pence ;  and  all 
Innhoulers  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Marines  may  be  billetted 
in  England  (except  on  the  March,  when  they  are  entitled  to  be 
furnished  with  the  hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,)  shall  furnish  subh 
Marines  with  Candles,  Vinegar,  and  Salt,  and  shall  allow  them 
the  Use  of  Fire  and  the  necessary  Utensils  for  dressing  and 
eating  their  Meat,  and  shall  be  paid  in  consideration  thereof  the 
Sum  of  a  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each  Marine;  and  the  Sum 
to  be  paid  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  on  whom  any  of  the 
Horses  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Boyal  Marine  Forces  shall 
be  billetted,  in  England^  for  Hay  and  Straw,  shall  be  Ten-pence 
per  Diem  for  each  Horse,  and  in  Ireland  the  Sum  to  be  paid  for 
Forage  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  for  Horses  billetted, 
by  virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  be  the  Rate  established  by  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  or  other  sufficient  Authority  from  Time  to  Time,  the 
same  to  be  regulated  by  the  average  Rate  of  Contracts  for  Forage 
in  Lreland;  and  for  the  Use  of  Stables  in  Irdandj  when  such 
Horses  are  provided  with  Hay  and  Straw  by  Contract,  and  not 
by  the  Occupiers  of  the  Houses  in  which  they  are  billetted,  the 
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Sum  of  FouNpence  per  Week  for  each  Horse  shall  be  paid ;  and 
every  Officer  to  whom  it  belongs  to  receive  or  who  shall  actodily 
receive  the  Pay  and  Subsistence  of  the  said  Men  shall  every  Four 
Days,  or  before  they  shall  quit  their  Quarters  if  they  shall  not 
remain  so  long  as  Four  Days,  settle  the  just  Demands  of  alt 
,  Victuallers  or  other  Persons  on  whom  such  Men  are  billetted,  out 
of  their  Pay  and  Subsistence,  before  any  Part  of  the  said  Pay 
or  Subsistence  be  distributed  to  them  respectively ;  and  if  any  such 
Officer  shall  not  pay  the  same,  then  upon  Complaint,  and  Oath 
made  thereof  by  anv  Two  Witnesses,  at  the  next  Quarter  Session 
for  the  County  or  City  where  such  Quarters  are  situate,  tlie  Secre- 
tary of  the  Admiralty  is  hereby  required,  upon  Certificate  of  the 
Justices  before  whom  such  Oath  shall  be  made  of  the  Sum  due 
to  the  Complainant,  to  order  Payment  of  the  Amount,  which  shall 
be  charged  against  such  Officer ;  and  in  case  of  any  Marines  being 
suddenly  ordered  to  march,  and  of  the  Commanding  Officer  not 
being  enabled  to  make  immediate  Payment  of  tlie  Sums  due  on 
account  of  the  Billets,  every  such  Officer  shall  before  his  De« 
parture  make  up  the  Account  with  every  Person  upon  whom 
any  such  Marines  may  have  been  billetted,  and  sign  a  Certificate 
thereof;  which  Account  and  Certificate,  on  being  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  shall  be  immediately  paid, 
and  charged  to  the  Officer's  Account. 
Supply  of  XLVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  for  the  regular  Provision  of 

Carriages.  Carriages  for  the  Royal  Marine  Forces  and  their  Baggage,  on 

their  Marches  in  England  and  Ireland^  all  Justices  of  the  Peace 
within  their  several  Jurisdictions,  being  duly  required  thereunto 
by  Order  of  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  Two  or  more  of 
the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  said  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral,  for  the  Time  being,  shall,  on  the  Production  of  such 
Order  to  them,  or  any  One  or  more  of  them,  by  the  Officer  or 
Non-commissioned  Officer  of  the  Party  of  Marines  so  ordered 
to  march,  issue  a  Warrant  to  any  Constable  having  Authority  to 
act  in  any  Place  from,  through,  near>  or  to  which  such  Marines 
shall  be  ordered  to  march,  (for  each  of  which  Warrants  a  Fee  of 
One  Shilling  only  shall  be  paid,)  requiring  him  to  provide  the 
Carriages,  Horses,  Oxen,  and  Drivers  therein  mentioned,  (allow-* 
ing  sufficient  Time  to  do  the  same,)  specifying  the  Places  from 
and  to  which  the  said  Carriages  shall  travel,  and  the  Number  of 
Miles  between  the  Places,  for  which  only  so  specified  Payment 
shall  be  demanded,  and  which  Number  of  Miles  shall  not,  except 
in  Cases  of  pressing  Emergency,  exceed  the  Day*s»  March  pre- 
scribed in  the  Order  of  Route,  and  shall  in  no  Case  exceed 
Twenty-five  Miles ;  and  the  Constables  receiving  such  Warrant 
shall  order  such  Persons  as  they  shall  think  proper,  having  Car- 
riages, to  furnish  the  requisite  Supply,  who  are  hereby  required 
to  furnish  the  same  accordingly ;  and  in  case  sufficient  Carriages 
cannot  be  procured  within  the  proper  Jurisdiction,  any  Justice  of 
the  next  adjoining  Jurisdiction  shall,  by  a  like  Course  of  pro- 
ceeding, supply  the  Deficiency ;  and  in  order  that  the  Burthen  of 
providing  Carriages  may  fall  equally,  and  to  prevent  Inconve- 
nience arising  from  there  being  no  Justice  residing  near  the  Place 
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yfh&re  Marines  may  be  quartered  on  the  March,  tne  Justice  or 
Justices  residing  nearest  to  such  Place  shall  cause  a  List  to  be 
made  out,  at  least  once  in  every  Year,  of.  all  Persons  liable  to 
furnish  such  Carriages,  and  of  the  Number  and  Description  of 
their  said  Carriages,  (which  Lists  shall  at  all  seasonable  Hours 
be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  the  said  Persons,)  and  shall  by  War- 
rant under  his  Hand  authorize  the  Constables  within  his  Juris- 
diction to  give  Orders  to  provide  Carriages,  without  any  special 
Warrant  from  him  for  that  Purpose,  which  Order  shall  be  valid 
in  all  respects ;  and  all  Orders  for  such  Carriages  shall  be  made 
from  such  Lists  in  regular  Rotation,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be 
done. 

XLVIIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Rates  to  be  paid  for  ^^  ^ 
Carriages  impressed  shall  be,  in  Englcmdj  for  every  Mile  which       '^"*^ 
a  Waggon  with  Four  or  more  Horses,  or  a  Wain  with  Six 
Oxen  or  Four  Oxen  and  Two  Horses,  shall  travel.  One  Shilling; 
and  for  every  Mile  any  Waggon  with  narrow  Wheels,  or  any 
Cart  with  Four  Horses,  carrying  not  less  than  Fifteen  Hundred 
Weight,  shall  travel.  Nine-pence;  and  for  every  Mile  every 
other  Cart  or  Carriage  with  less  than  Four  Horses,  and  not 
carrying  Fifteen  Hundred  Weight,  shall  travel,  Sixpence ;  and 
in  Irdandy  for  ever}'  Hundred  Weight  loaded  ou   any  Wheel 
Carriage,  One  Halfpenny  ;7€r  Mile ;  and  in  England  such  further 
Rates  may  be  added,  not  exceeding  a  total  additional  Sum  jd^ 
Mile  of  Four-pence,  Three-pence,  or  Two-pence,  to  the  respec- 
tive Rates  of  One  Shilling,  Nine-pence,  and  Sixpence,  as  may 
seem  reasonable  to  the  Justices  assembled  at  General  Sessions  in 
EngUmd  for  their  respective  Districts;  and  the  Order  of  such 
Justices  at  Sessions  shall  specify  the  average  Price  of  Hay  and 
Oats  at  the  nearest  Market  Town  at  the  Time  of  fixing  such 
additional  Rates,  and  the  Period  for  which  the  Order  shall  be 
enforced,  not  exceeding  Ten  Days  beyond  the  next  General  Ses- 
sions ;  (and  no  such  Order  shall  be  valid  unless  a  Copy  thereof, 
signed  by  the  presiding  Magistrate  and  One  other  Justice,  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  within  Three 
Days  afcer  the  making  thereof;)  and  also  in  England^  when  the 
Day's  March  shall  exceed  Fifteen  Miles,  the.  Justice  granting 
his  Warrant  may  fix  a  further  reasonable  Compensation,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  usual  Rate  of  Hire  fixed  by  this  Act ;   and  when 
additional  Rates  or  Compensation  shall  be  granted,  the  Justice 
shall  insert,  in  his  own  Hand,  in  the  Warrant,  the  Amount 
thereof,  and  the  Date  of  the  Order  of  Sessions,  if  fixed  by  Ses- 
sions, and  the  Warrant  shall  be  given  to  the  Officer  command- 
ing, as  his  Voucher :  Provided  always,  that  the  Officer  or  Non- 
commissioned Officer .  demanding  Carriages  by   virtue  of  tlie 
"Warrant  of  a  Justice  shall,  in  England^  pay  down  the  proper 
Sums  into  the  Hands  of  the  Constables  providing  Carriages,  who 
shall  give  Receipts  for  the  same  on  unstamped  Paper ;  and,  in 
Ireland^  the  Officers  or  Non-commissioned  Officers  as  aforesaid 
sliall  pay  the  Owners  or  Drivers  of  the  Carriages,  and  One  Third 
Part  of  such  Payment  shall  be  made  before  the  Carriage  be 
loaded,  aqd  all.the  said  Payments  in  Ireland  shall  be  made,  if

that  no  Carriage  shall  be  liable  to  carry  more  than  Thirty 
Hundred  Weight  in  Engkmdy  and  in  Jrdand  no  Car  akall  bi^ 
liable  to  carry  more  than  Six  Hundred  Weisht,  and  no  Dray 
more  than  Twelve  Hundred  Weight;  but  the  Owner  of  soch 
Carriages  in  Ireland,  consenting  to  carry  a  greater  Weight,  abali 
be  paid  at  the  same  Rate  for  eveiy  Hundr^  Weight  of  the  said 
Excess;  and  the  Owners  of  such  Carriages  ki  Ireland^  shall  not 
be  Compelled  to  proceed,  though  with  any  less  Weight,  under 
the  Sum  of  Three-pence  a  Mile  for  each  Car,  and  Sixpence  a 
Mile  for  each  Dray;  and  l^e  Loading  of  soch^Carriages  in  Ire*^ 
land  shall  be  first  weighed,  if  required,  at  the  Expence  of  the 
Owner  of  the  Carriage,  if  Uie  same  can  be  done  in  a  reasonable 
Time,  without  Hindrance  of  Hb  Majesty's  Service ;  and  the 
providing  and  paying  for  Carriages  in  ScaUand  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  I^w  in  force  at  the  Time  of  the  Union  with  EmgUmdz 
Provided  also,  that  a  Cart  with  One  or  more  Horses,  for  which 
the  Furnisher  shall  receive  Nine-pence  a  Mile,  shall  be  required 
to  cany  Fifteen  Hundred  Weight  at  the  least;  and  that  no 
Penalties  or  Forfeitures  in  any  Act  relating  to  Highways  or 
Turnpike  Roads  in  the  United  Kingdom  shall  apply  to  the 
Number  of  Horses  or  Oxen,  or  Weight  of  Loading  of' the 
aforesaid  Carriages,  nor  shall  aby  such  Carriages  on  that  Account 
be  stopped  or  detained* 
Exemption  XLIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Officers  and  Marines, 

being  in  proper  Uniform,  Dress  or  Undress,  and  their  Horses, 
but  not  when  passing  in  any  private  or  hired  Vehicle,  and  all 
Carriages  and  Horses  when  employed  in  conveying  Persons  or 
Baggage  under  the  Provisions  of  diis  Act,  or  returning  there- 
from, and  all  Recruits  marching  by  Route,  shall  be  exempted  firom 
the  Payment  of  any  Duties  and  Tolls  on  embarking  or  disem- 
barking from  or  upon  any  Pier,  Wharf,  Quay,  or  Landing 
Place,  or  passing  Turnpike  Roads  or  Bridges^  otherwise  demand- 
able  by  virtue  of  any  Act  already  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  ; 
and  if  any  Toll  Collector  shall  demand  or  receive  Toll  fromany 
Marine  Officer  or  Marine  who  shall  be  in  proper  Uniform, 
Dress  or  Undress,  and  who  by  this  Act  is  exempted  from  Pay- 
ment thereof,  such  Collector  shall  for  every  sudi  Offence  be 
liable  to  a  Penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds;  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  exenq;>t  any  Boats,  Barges,  or 
other  vessels  employed  in  conveying  the  said  Persons,  Horses, 
Baggage,  or  Stores  along  any  C^nal,  from  Payment  of  Tolls  in 
like  Manne^'^as  other  iBoats,  Baif;es,  and  Vessels  are  liable 
thereto,  except  when  employed  in  Cases  of  Emergency  as  herein 
mentioned;  and  that  when  any  Officers  or  Marines  on  Service 
shall  have  Occasion  in  the  March  to  pass  r^ular  Ferries  in 
ScoUandt  the  Officer  commanding  shall  be  at  lil^rty  to  pass  over 
with  his  Marines  as  Passengers,  paying  for  himself  and  each 
Marine  One  Half  only  of  the  ordinary  Rate  payable  by  Pas* 
sengers,  or  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  hire  the  Ferry  Boat  for  him- 
self and  his  Party,  debarring  all  others  for  that  Time,  and  shall 
in  such  Case  pay  only  Half  the  ordinary  Rate  for  such  Boat«     ' 
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L.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  Constable  or  other  Person^  Penalties  upon 
who  by  Tirtne  of  this  Act  shall  be  employed  in  billetting  any  C^i'U  Subjects 
OfSoers  or  Marines  in  any  Part  of  IJie  United  Kingdom,  shall  ^g^|j^°§,e 
presume  to  billet  any  such  Officer  or  Marine  in  any  House  not  Laws  reiatins 
within  the  Meaning  of  this  Act,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Jj  ^^^^  •no 
Owner  or  Occupier  thereof;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  billet      ^^*9^ 
any  Officer  or  Marine  on  Duty,  when  thereunto  requii'ed,  in 
such  Manner  as  is  by  this  Act  directed,  provided  sufficient  Notice 
be  given  befinne  the  Arrival  of  sudi  Marines ;  or  diall  receive, 
demand,  or  agree  for  any  Money  or  Reward  whatsoever,  in 
order  to-  excuse  any  Person  from  receiving  any  such  Officer  or 
Marine ;  or  shall  quarter  any  of  the  Wives,  Children,  Men  or 
Mmd  Servants  of  any  OSioer  or  Marine  in  any  such  Houses, 
against  the  Consent  of  the  Occupiers ;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  ^ 

to  execute  snoh:  Warrants  of  the  Justices  as  shall  be  directed  to 
him  for  providing  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels,  or  shall  demand 
more  than  the  l^al  Rates  for  the  same ;  or  if  any  Person  ap« 
pomted  or  ordered  by  such  Constable  to  provide  Carriages, 
Horses,  or  Vessels  shall  refuse  or  n^ect  to  provide  the  same, 
or  shall  demand  more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same,  or  shall 
do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the  Execution  of  such  Warrants 
shall  be  hindered ;  or  if  any  Person  liable  by  this  Act  to  have 
mny  O&er  or  Marine  quartered  on  him  shall  refuse  to  receive 
and  to  aflbrd  proper  Acccommodation  or  Diet  in  the  House  of 
such  Person  in  whidi  he  is  quartered,  or  to  furnish  the  several 
Things  directed  to  be  furnished  to  Officers  and  Marines,  or  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  good  and  sufficient  Stables,  together 
widi  good  and  suffident  Hay  and  Straw,  for  each  Horse,  at  the 
Rate  established  by  this  Act^  and  in  such  Quantities  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  His  Majesty's  Regulations,  not  exceeding  Eighteen 
Pounds  of  Hay  and  Six  Pounds  of  Straw  per  Diem  for  each 
Horse,  or  shall  pav  any  Sum  of  Mbney  to  any  Marine  on  the 
March  in  lieu  of  nirnishing  in  Kind  the  Diet  and  Small  Beer  to 
'wrbich  such  Marine  is  entitled ;  such  Constable,  Victualler,  and 
other  Person  respectively  shall  forfeit  for  every  Offence,  Neglect, 
or  Refdsal  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  nor  less  than 
Forty  Shillings. 

LI.  And  be  it  enacted;  That  If  any  Officer  of  Royal  Marines  Penalcy  upon 
fshall  take  upon  him  to  quarter  Men  otherwise  than  is  allowed  ^^"^^ 
by  this  Act,  or  shall  use  or  offer  any  Menace  or  Compulsion  to  offending. 
or  upon  any  Justice,  Constable,  or  other  Civil  Officer,  tending 
to  deter  and  discourage  any  of  them  from  performing  any  Part 
of  their  Duty  under  this  Act,  or  to  do  any  thing  contrary  thereto, 
such  Officer  shall  for  every  such  Offence,  being  thereof  convicted 
before  any  Two  or  more  Justices  of  the  County  by  the  Oath  of 
Two  credible  Witnesses,  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  ipso  facto 
cadiiered,  and  shall  be  utterly  disabled  to  hold  any  Military  Em- 
ployment in   His   Majesty's    Service ;   provided    a  Certificate 
tbmof  be  forthwith  transmitted  by  the  said  Justices  to  the  Se- 
cretary of  the 'Admiralty,  and  that  the  Conviction  be  affirmed  at 
some  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  the  said  County  to  be 
held  next  after  the  Expiration  of  Three  Months  after  such 
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Certificate  shall  have  been  trananined  as  afixcsaid ;  and  if.  any 
Marine  Officer  shall  take,  or  knowingly  suffer  to  be  taken,  any 
Money  or  Reward  of  any  Person  for  excusing  the  quartering  of 
Officers  or  Marines,  or  shall  billet  any  of  the  Wives,  Children, 
Men  or  Maid  Servants  of  any  Officer  or  Marine  in  any  House, 
against  the  Consent  of  the  Occupier,  he  shall  for  any  of  the  said 
Offences,  upon  being  convicted  thereof  before  a  General  Court-- 
martial, be  cashiered ;  and  if  any  Officer  shall  constrain  any 
Carriage  to  travel  rbeyond  the  Distance  specified  in  the  Justice's 
Warrant,  or  shall  not  discharge  the  same  in  due  Time  for  their 
Return  Home  on  the  same  Day,  if  it  be  practicable,  except  in 
the  Case  of  Emergency,  for  which  the  Justice  shall  have  given 
Licence,  or  shall  compel  the  Driver  of  any  Carriage  to  take  up 
any  Marine  or  Servant  (except  such  as  are  sick)  or  any  Woman 
to  ride  therein,  except  in  Cases  of  Emergency  as  aforesaid,  or 
shall  force  any  Constable,  by  threatening  Words,  to  provide 
Saddle  Horses  for  himself  or  Servants,  or  shall  force  Horses 
from  their  Owners,  or  in  Ireland  shall  force  the  Owner  to  take 
any  Loading  until  the  same  shall  be  first  duly  weighed,  if*  the 
same  shall  be  required  and  can  be  done  within  a  reasonable  Time, 
or  shall,  contrary  to  the  Will  of  the  Owner  or  his  Servant,  permit 
any  Person  whatsoever  to  put  any  greater  Load  upon  any  Car- 
riage than  is  directed  by  this  Act,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  Offence 
any  Sum  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  or  less  than  Forty  Shillings. 

LiL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  Person,  who  shall  unlawfully 
have  in  his  or  her  Possession  or  Keeping,  or  who  shall  knowingly 
detain,  buy,  or  exchange,  or  otherwise  receive,- any  Arms,  Anunu- 
nition.  Clothes,  Cap,  or  other  Military  Furniture  or  Appoint- 
ments, from  any  Marine  or  Marine  Deserter,  or  any  other  Per- 
4K>n,  upon  any  Account  or  Pretence  whatsoever,  or  shall  solicit  or 
entice  any  Marine,  or  shall  be  employed  by  any  Marine,  knowing 
him  to  be  such,  to  sell  any  Arms,  Ammunition,  Clothes,  or  Mili- 
tary Furniture,  or  any  Provisions,  Sheets,  or  other  Articles 
belonging  to  any  Marine  or  Marine  Deserter,  which  are  generally 
deemed  Regimental  Necessaries,  according  to  the  Custom  of  the 
Royal  Marine  Corps,  or  shall  change  or  cause  the  Colour  or 
Mark  of  any  such  Clothes,  Appointments,  or  Necessaries  to  be 
changed  or  defaced,  shall  forfeit  for  evei*y  such  Of&nce  the  Sum 
of  Twenty  Pounds,  together  with  Treble  the  Value  of  all  or  any 
of  the  several  Articles  of  which  such  Offender  shall  so  become 
possessed ;  and  if  any  credible  Person  shall  prove  on  Oath  before 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  a  reasonable  Cause  ^  to  suspect  that  any 
Person  has  in  his  or  her  Possession,  or  on  his  or  her  Premi-* 
ses,  any  Property  of  the  Description  herein-before  described,  on 
or  with  respect  to  which  any  such  Offence  shall  have  been  com- 
mitted, the  Justice  may  grant  ft  Warrant  to  search  for  such  Pro- 
perty as  in  the  Case  of  stolen  Goods. 

LIIL  And  for  the  better  Preservation  of  the  Crame  and  Fish 
G^nc"^*"*"^    in  or  near  such  Place  where  any  Officers  shall  at  any  Time  be 

quartered,  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Officer  who '  shall,  without 
Leave  in  Writing  from*  the  Person  or  Persons  entitled  to  grant 
such  Leave,  take,  kill,  or  destroy  any  Game  or  Fish  within  the 
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•United  Kingdoniy  and  who  upon  Complaint  thereof  shall  be, 
upon  Oath  of  One  or  more  credible  Witness  or  Witnesses,  con- 
victed before  any  Justice,  shall  for  every  such  Offence  forfeit  the 
Sum  of  Five  Pounds. 

LIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Officer  of  His  Majesty's  Officers  not 
Royal  Marine  Forces  residing  in  Barracks  or  elsewhere  under  0**^'*^^**^* 
Military  Law  sliall  be  deemra  liable  to  have  any  Parish  Poor  p^uoes.^ 
Child  bound  Apprentice  to  him. 

LV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Justice  in  the  United  King-  Mode  of  re- 
dom,  within  whose  Jurisdiction  any  Marine  shall  be  quartered,  ^"[^l^"^  * 
may  summon  such  Marine  before  him,  which  Summons  such  Settlement 
Marine  is  hereby  required  to  obey,  and  take  his  Examination  in 
Writing,  upon  Oath,  touching  the  Place  of  his  last  legal  Settle- 
inent  in  England^  and  such  Justice  shall  give  an  attested  Copy  of 
such  Examination  to  the  Person  so  examined,  to^  be  by  him 
delivered  to  his  Commanding  Officer,  to  be  produced  when 
required ;  which  said  Examination  and  such  attested  Copy  shall 
be  at  any  Time  admitted  in  Evidence  as  to  such  last  legal  Set* 
tiement  before  any  Justice  or  at  any  General  or  Quarter  Sessions 
of  the  Peace,  although  such  Marine  be  dead  or  absent  from  the 
Kingdom :  Provided  always,  that  in  case  anj  Marine  shall  be 
again  summoned  to  make  Oath  as  aforesaid,  then,  on  such  Ex- 
amination or  such  attested  Copy  being  produced,  such  Marine 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  other  or  further  Oath  with  regard 
to  his  legal  Setuement,  but  shall  leave  with  such  Justice  a  Copy 
of  such  Examination,  or  a  Copy  of  such  attested  Copy  of  Ex- 
amination, if  required. 

LVI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  Oaths  which  are  authorized  Administration 
or  required  by  this  Act  may  be  administered  (unless  where  other-  *^    •  «• 
wise  provided)  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Magistrate  acting 
as  such ;  and  that  any  Person  giving  false  Evidence  or  taking  a  Perjury. 
false  Oath  in  any  Case  wherein  an  Oath  is  authorized  or  required 
to  be  taken  by  this  Act,  and  being  thereof  duly  convicted,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  wilfiil  and  corrupt  Perjury,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  such  Pains  and  Penalties  as  Persons  convicted  of  wilful  and 
corrupt  Peijury  are  or  may  be  subject  and  liable  to. 

LVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Two  Licences  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  to  Canteens. 
grant  or  transfer  any  Licence  for  selling  by  Retail  any  Spirit,

such  Persons  holding  such  Canteens,  and  having  such  Licences 
as  aforesaid,  may  sell  therein  Victucds,  and  all  such  exciseable 
Liquors  as  they  shall  be  licensed  and  empowered  to  sell,  without 
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being  subject  fbr  so  doing  to  any  Penalty  or  Forfeiture  what-

CAP.  XVI. 

An  Act  to  revive  and  continue  in  force  until  the  First 
Day  of  August  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Jamaica  to  ex- 
plain  and  amend  an  Act  for  the  Abolition  of  Slavery 
in  that  Island,  and  in  aid  of  the  same. 

[7th  June  1836.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Third  and  Fourth 
Year  of  His  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  An  Act  for  the 
AhoUliMi  of  Slavery  throughout  the  British  Colonies^  for  pro^ 
moHng  the  Industry  of  the  manumitted  Slaves^  and  for  compen- 
sating  the  Persons  hitherto  entitled  to  the  Services  of  such  Staves, 
after  reciting  that  it  was  necessary  that  various  Rules  and 
Regulations  should  be  framed  and  established  for  certain  Pur- 
poses therein  particularly  enumerated,  and  further  reciting 
that  such  Regulations  could  not,  without  great  Inconvenience,

TyE  it  eaacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
-*-^  with  the  Advice  and  Cofisent  of  the  Lords  ^Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  Comr  Tiic  Palatine 
raencement  of  this  Act  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  lime  ^J'"B*h'*'"<5^ 
being  shall  have  and  exercise  Episcopal  and  Ecclesiastical  Juris-  Durbain^u>  be 
diction  only ;  and  that  from  and  after  the  Commencement  of  separated  from 
this  Act  the  Palatine  Jurisdiction,  Power,  and  Authority  hereto-  t*»e  Bishcmrick  ^ 
fore  vested  in  and  belonging  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  shall  be  the  Crown.'

T^T^HEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Ninth  Year  of  the 
^^  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth, 
intituled  An  Act  fir  consolidating  and  amending  the  Statutes  in 
England  relative  to  Offences  against  (he  Person^  it  was  amongst  5)  G.  4.«.  si. 
other  Things  enacted,  that  every  Person  convicted  of  Murder 
should  be  executed  according  to  Law  on  the  Day  next  but  one 
after  that  on  which  the  Sentence  should  be  pa^ed,  unless  the 
sane  diould  happen  to  be  Sunday^  and  in  that  Case  on  the 
Monday  following,  and  thatJSentence  should  be  pronounced 
immediately  after  the  Conviction  of  every  Murderer,  unless  the 
Court  should  see  reasonable  Cause  for  postponing  the  same^ 
and  such  Sentence  should  express,  not  only  the  usual  Judg- 
ment of  Death,  but  also  the  Time  thereby  appointed  for  the 
ESxecation  thereof ;  and  it  was  by  the  said  Act  provided,  that 
after  such  Sentence  should  have  been  pronounced  it  should  be 
lawfiil  for  the  Court  or  Judge  to  stay  the  Execution  thereof^  if

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  of  His  late  Majesty  King 
George  the  Second,  for  the  Encouragement  of  build- 
ing of  Chapels  of  Ease  in  Ireland. 

[14th  July  18360 

T^THEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  First  Year  of  His 
^^  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Second^  intituled, 
amongst  other  Things,  An  Act  to  enable  Archbishops^  Bishops^ 
and  other  Ecclesiastical  Persons  and  Corporations  to  grant 
their  Patronage  or  Right  of  Presentation  or  Nomination  to 
small  Livings  to  such  Persons  as  shall  augment  the  same; 
wherein  several  Provisions  were  made  for  the  Encouragement 
of  building  of  Chapels  of  Ease  :  And  whereas  it  is  expedient 
to  afford  greater  Facilities  to  the  carrying  into  effect  the  said 
Objects  proposed  by  the  said  Act,  and  for  that  Purpose  to 
amend  the  same ;'  therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  King^s  most 
Excellent  Majesty^  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the 
Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any  Person  or  Persons, 
Bodies  Politic  or  Corporate,  seised  or  possessed  of  a  sufficient 
Estate  for  the  Purpose,  by  and  with  the  Consent  of  the  Ardi«- 
bishop  or  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  signified  in  Writing 
under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  to  ^allot  and  set  apart  any  Land  not 
exceeding  One  Plantation  Acre,  provided  the  same  shall  not  be 
within  One  measured  Mile  of  any  other  Church  or  Chapel 
where  the  Liturgy  and  Rites  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland  as  by  Law  established  are  used  and  observed, 
unless  the  said  Lands  shall  be  widiin  some  City  or  Corporate 
Town,  or  within  a  Town  containing  Four  thousand  Persons,  or 
the  Suburbs,  Liberties,  and  Precincts  of  the  same ;  on  which  said 
Lands  so  set  apart  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any 
Person  or  Persons,  Bodies  Politic  or  Corporate,  to  erect  and 
build  a  Church  or  Chapel,  or  to  appropriate  as  a  Church  or 
Chapel  any  Building  already  erected  on  such  Land,  in  which  the

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  Chapelries 
That  all  Churches  or  Chapels  which  shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  foundetl  to  be 
be  erected  or  appropriated  and  endowed  by  virtue  of  this  Act  c^!"* 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  and  established  to  be  from  the 

Time  of  such  Endowment  Perpetual  Cures  and  Benefices  Pre- 
sentative,  and  the '  Ministers,  duly  admitted  and  instituted  or

^yiTHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Third  Year  of  the 
^  ^  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  in- 
tituled An  Act  to  repeal  the  Acts  now  in  force  relating  to  Bread 
to  be  sold  in  the  City  Of  London  and  the  Liberties  thereof^  and 
within  the  Weekly  Bills  of  Mortality  and  Ten  Miles  of  the 
Royal  Exchange;  and  to  provide  other  RegtUations  for  the 
making  and  Sale  of  Breads  and  preventing  the  Adulteration  of 
Meal^  FbuTi  and  Breads  unthin  the  Limits  aforesaidy  certain 
Regulations  and  Provisions  were  made  relative  to  the  making 
and  selling  of  Bread,  and  for  preventing  the  Adulteration  of 
Meal,  Flour,  and  Bread,  within  the  aforesaid  Limits,  which 
have  been  found  beneficial  to  the  Public  as  well  as  to  the 
Bakers  within  the  said  Limits:  And  whereas  it  is  deemed 
expedient  that  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  now  in  force 
relating  to  the  making  and  selling  of  Bread,  or  to  the  Assize 
and  Price  thereof,  or  to  the  Adulteration  of  Meal,  Flour,  or 
Bread,  beyond  the  Limits  aforesaid,  should  be  altogether  re- 
pealed, and  that  in  lieu  thereof  the  Regulations,  Provisions,  and 
Penalties  herein-after  contained,  and  which  are  similar  to  those 
contained  in  the  said  recited  Act  of  the  Third  Year  of  the 
Reign  of  His  said  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  should 
be  substituted :'  But  inasmuch  as  the  Purposes  aforesaid  cannot 
be  effected  without  the  Aid  and  Authority  of  Parliament ;  be 
it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  First 
Day  of  October  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six  all 
and  every  Acts  or  Act  of  Parliament  now  in  force  relating  to  the 
making  and  selling  of  Bread,  or  to  the  Assize  and  Price  thereof, 
or  to  the  Punishment  of  Persons  who  shall  adulterate  Meal,  Flour, 
or  Bread,  or  who  shall  sell  Bread  deficient  in  its  due  Weight,  out 
of  the  City  of  London  and  the  Liberties  thereof,  and  beyond  the 
Weekly  Bills  of  Mortality  and  Ten  Miles  of  the  Boyal  Ex- 
change, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  there  shall  be 
no  longer  any  Assize  of  Bread  beyond  the  Limits  aforesaid^  or 
any  Regulation  respecting  the  Price  thereof. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
several  Bakers  or  Sellers  of  Bread  out  of  the  City  o{  London  and 
the  Liberties  thereof,  and  beyond  the  Weekly  Bills  of  Mortality 

and 
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and  Ten  Miles  of  the  Royal  Exchange^  to  make  and  sell,  or  offer 
for  Sale,  in  his,  her,  or  their  Shop,  or  to  deliver  to  his,  her,  or 
their  Customer  or  Customers,  Bread  made  of  Flour  or  Meal  of 
Wheat,  Barley,  Rye,  Oats,  Buck  Wheat,  Indian  Corn,  Peas, 
Beans,^Rice,  or  Potatoes,  or  any  of  them,  and  with  any  common 
Salt,  pure  Water,  Eggs,  Milk,  Barm,  Leaven,  Potatoe  or  other 
Yeast,  and  mixed  in  such  Proportions  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and 
with  no  other  Ingredient  or  Matter  whatsoever,  subject  to  the 
Regulations  herein-after  contained. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Bakers  to  make 
the  several  Bakers  or  Sellers  of  Bread  beyond  the  Limits  afore-  Bread  of  any.

VX^HEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  make  better  Provision  than 
now  exists  for  the  Accommodation  and  Classification  of 
Prisoners  in  the  County  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  to  make 
other  Provisions  respecting  the  Prisons  in  the  said  County  of 
the  City  of  Dublin :'   Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's 
most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and.  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this 
present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.

That  if  any  Person  shall  ^^^^  ^^Jl^^"^ 
enclose  or  conceal,  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  enclosed  or  con-  tempt  to  evade 
cealed,  in  any  Newspaper  sent  or  to  be  sent  by  the  Post  any  the  Duty  of 
Letter,  Paper,  or  Thing,  or  shall  print  or  cause  to  be  printed  Po»"«®« 
any  Words  or  Communication  upon  any  such  Newspaper  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  published,  or  upon  the  Cover  thereof;  or 
put  or  place,  or  cause  to  be  put  or  placed,  any  Writing  or  Marks 
upon  any  such  Newspaper  or  the  Cover  tliereof,  other  than  the 
Name  and  Address  of  the  Person  to  whom  it  is  sent,  or  shall 
knowingly  send  or  cause  to  be  sent  by  the  Post,  or  tender  or 
deliver  in  order  to  be  sent  by  the  Post,  any  Newspaper  having 
enclosed  or  concealed  therein  any  Letter,  Paper,   or  Thing, 
or  having  any  Words  or  Communication  printed  on  such  Paper 
after  the  same  was.  published,  or  on  the  Cover  thereof  or  havmg 
any  Writing   or  Marks  upon  such  Newspaper   or  the  Cover 
thereof^  other  than  the  Name  and  Address  of  the  Person  to  whom 
it  is  sent,  every  Person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  His 
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Majestyi  His  Heirs  and  Successors,  such  a  Sum  of  Money  as 
will  be  equal  to  Treble  the  Duty  of  Letter  Postage  which,  ac» 
cording  to  the  Rates  established  by  Law  for  the  Conveyance  of 
Letters  by  the  Post,  would  have  been  payable  on  such  News- 
paper or  Packet  in  case  the  same  had  been  a  Letter  sent  by 
the  Post,  which  Treble  Duty  shall  be  recovered  and  recoverable,

shall  be  re-directed  or  re-posted  to  the  Place  at  which  it  shall  be 
ultimately  delivered. 

XXin.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  several  Rates  and 
Duties  herein-before  granted  siiall  be  paid  from  Time  to  Time 
into  the  Hands  of  the  Receiver  General  for  the  Time  being  in

ployed in  receiving  or  collecting  the  Postage  of  Newspapers  and 
Packets  payable  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  and  may

<  \1/' HERE  AS  it  is  expedient  to  regulate  the  Process  of 

<  ^^     Cessio  bonorum  in  the  Court  of  Session  in  Scotkmdt 

<  and  to  extend  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Sheriff  to  such  Processes;' 
be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  after  the  First  Day  of 
October  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty*six  every  Sheriff 
within  Scotland  shall  possess  Jurisdiction  in  Processes  of  Cessio 
bonorum  brought  before  him  in  manner  herein-after  provided  as 
fully  as  in  any  other  Action  presendy  by  Law  competent  before 
him,  and  the  Sheriff  Clerk  and  Messengers  at  Arms  and  all 
Sheriff  Officers  in  the  several  Sheriffdoms  in  Scotland  shall 
have  Power  to  act  in  their  respective  Offices  in  relation  to  such 
Processes.

ment or  the  last  of  the  Judgments  convplained  of,  unless  the 
Judgment  be  pronounced  by  the  Sheriff  of  Orkney^  in  which 
Case  the  reclaiming  Note  shall  be  lodged  within  Twenty  Days 
from  the  Date  of  the  Judgment  or  the  last  of  the  Judgments  as 
aforesaid ;  and  a  Copy  of  the  said  Note  shall  in  all  Cases  be 
delivered  within  the  said  respective  Periods  to  the  Respondent 
or  his  known  Agent,  which  shall  be  held  to  be  due  Service,  and 
a  Copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  said  Clerk  of  Session,  shall  be 
a  sufficient  Warrant  to  the  Sheriff  Clerk  to  transmit  to  the  said 
Clerk  the  Proceedings  in  the  Process.

be  made,  as  herein-after  provided,  in  the  said  Rates  shall,  either 
directly  or  indirecdy,be  made  partially  or  in  favour  of  or  against 
any  particular  Person  or  Class  of  Persons,  but  every  such  Reduc- 
tion or  Advance  shall  extend  to  all  Plate  and  Ware  of  the  same 
Species  and  Weight  or  Description,  and  to  all  Persons  sending 
the  same  to  be  assayed,  and  marked  as  aforesaid :  Provided 
always,  that  such  Assayer  or  other  Person  aforesaid  shall  deduct 
from  the  Amount  of  the  Rates  or  Sums  demanded  in  respect  of 
any  Parcel  of  Plate  or  Ware  which  shall  be  sent  to  such  Assay 
Office  firom  any  Distance  greater  than  Thirty  Miles  therefrom  a 
Sam  not  greater  than  One  Third  of  the  Amount  of  such  Rates  . 
or  Sums  for  or  in  respect  of  the  Expence  of  the  Carriage  of 
such  Parcel  to  and  from  such  Assay  Office. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  Gold  and  Silver  Plate  and  Plate  ofdb-

the  Weight  thereof,  as  will  not  exceed  in  the  whole  the  Rate  of 
Eight  Grains  for  every  Pound  Weight  Troy,  and  such  Drawings 
or  Scrapings  shall  immediately  afterwards  be  divided  into  Two 
equal  Portions,  one  whereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  Assayer  and

it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Assayer,  in  the  Presence  of  any 
Two  or  more  of  the  Wardens,  whom  in  that  Case  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  call  in  for  the  Purpose,  to  break,  cut  asunder,  or 
otherwise  test  such  Article ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  an  undue 
Quantity  of  base  Metal  or  Solder  is  contained  or  present  in  any 
Part  thereof,  or  that  the  same  has  been  fraudulently  or  deceit- 
fully mannfactured  by  joining  together  Metals  of  different

be  appended  to  every  Agreement  executed  by  any  such  Agent, 
and  shall  be  sent  with  it  to  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners  as 
herein-after  provided ;  and  any  such  Power  of  Attorney  may  be 
in  the  Form  following:

Majority  in  respect  of  Number,  and  the  other  Half  by  a  Majority 
in  respect  of  Interest,  of  such  Land  Owners  then  present. 

XXXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  choosing  of  such  Valuer  or  Valuers,  and  after  the  Confirma* 
tion  of  the  said  Agreement,  the  Valuer  or  Valuers  so  chosen 
shall  apportion  the  total  Sum  agreed  to  be  paid  by  way  of  Rent- 
charge  instead  of  Tithes,  and  the  Expences  of  the  Apportion-

Notice),  for  holding  a  Meeting  to  hear  Objections  to  the  in- 
tended Apportionment  by  any  Person  interested  therein,  and 
the  said  Commissioners  or  some  Assistant  Commissioner  at  such 
Meeting  as  aforesaid  shall  hear  and  determine  any  Objections 
which  may  be  then  and  there  made  to  the  said  intended  Appor- 
tionment, or  adjourn  the  further  hearing  thereof,  if  they  or  he 
shall  think  proper,  to  a  future  Meeting,  and  may  if  they  or  he 
shall  see  Occasion,  direct  any  further  Valuation  of  the  Lands 
or  any  of  them,  and  from  Time  to  Time  fix  further  Meetings 
for  the  hearing  and  determining  of  Objections,  of  which  further 
Meetings,  when  not  holden  by  Adjournment,  Notice  shall  be 
given  in  manner  herein-before  directed  with  regard  to  the 
original  Meeting ;  and  when  the  said  Commissioners  or  Assist- 
ant Commissioner  shall  have  heard  and  determined  all  such 
Objections,  they  and  he  are  and  is  hereby  required  to  cause 
such  Apportionment  to  be  amended  accordingly,  if  they  or  he 
shall  see  Occasion.

by  the  Accountant  General,  either  in  one  entire  Sum  or  in  Stock, 
Parcels,  in  the  Name  of  the  said  Accountant  General,  in  Go- 
vernment Stock,  and  such  Stock  shall  be  placed  to  the  like 
Account,  and  such  surplus  Funds  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
Purposes,  as  the  original  Funds  with  which  the  same  were  pur*- 
chased. 
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XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear 
that  the  Monies  and  Securities  standing  to  the  Accopnt  to  be 
intituled  **  The  Suitors  Fee  Fund  Account,"  together  with  the

TI/' HERE  AS  Proceedings  by  Civil  Bill,  under  and  by  virtue 
^^  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Ireland  in  the 
Thirty-sixth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  Georjie 
the  Third,  for  the  better  and  more  convenient  Administration 
of  Justice,  and  for  the  Recovery  of  Small  Debts  in  a  summaiy

An  Act  for  carrying  into  effect  the  Reports   of  the  4/f/^J< 
Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  State  of  ^^/^^  ^ 
the  Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  ^^^^^^/^ 
reference  to  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Revenues,  so 
far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues, 
and  Patronage.  [13th  August  1836.J 

ll/'HEREAS  His  Majesty  was  pleased,  on  the  Fourth  Day  Recital  of  Com 
^^  of  February  and  on  the  Sixth  Day  of  June  in  the  Year  Jf^'^ 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  to  issue  Two 
several  Commissions  to  certain  Persons  therein  respectively 
named,  directing  them  to  consider  the  State  of  the  several 
Dioceses  in  England  and  JVales^  with  reference  to  the  Amount 
of  their  Revenues,  and  the  more  equal  Distribution  of  Episr 
copal  Duties,  and  the  Prevention  of  the  Necessity  of  attaching 
by  Commendam  to  Bishopricks  Benefices  with  Cure  of  Souls, 
and  to  consider  also  the  State  of  the  several  Cathedral  and 
Collegiate  Churches  in  England  and  Wales,  with  a  view  to  the 
Suggestion  of  such  Measures  as  may  render  them  conducive 
to  the  Efficiency  of  the  ELstablished  Church,  and  to  devise  the 
best  Mode  of  providing  for  the  Cure  of  Souls,  with  special 
Reference  to  the  Residence  of  the  Clergy  on  their  respective 
Benefices :  And  whereas  the  said  Commissioners  have,  in  pur- 
suance of  such  Directions,  made  Four  several  Reports  to  His 
Majesty,  bearing  Date  respectively  the  Seventeenth  Day  of 
March  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  the 
Fourth  Day  of  March,  the  Twentieth  Day  of  May,  and  the 
Twenty-fourth  Day  of  June  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-six :  And  whereas  the  said  Commissioners  have,  in  their 
said  Reports,  amongst  other  Things,  recommended  that  Com- 
missioners be  appointed  by  Parliament  for  the  Purpose  of  pre- 
paring and  laying  before  His  Majesty  in  Council  such  Schemes 
as  shall  appeoir  to  them  to  be* best  adapted  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  following  Recommendations ;  and  that  His  Majesty 
in  Council  be  empowered  to  make  Orders  ratifying  such 
Schemes,  and  having  the  full  Force  of  Law ;  and  that  the  Dio- 
cese of  Canterbury  consist  of  the  County  of  Kent,  (except  the 
City  and  Deanery  of  Boehester,  and  those  Parishes  which  it  is 
proposed  to  include  in  the  Diocese  of  London,)  and  of  the  Pa- 
rishes of  Croydon  and  Addington,  and  the  District  of  Lambeth 
Palace,  in  the  County  of  Surrey;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  Zxm- 
don  consist  of  the  City  of  London  and  the  County  of  Middle- 
sex, of  the  Parishes  of  Barking,  East  Ham,  West  Ham,  Little 
llford.  Low  Laytxm,  Walthamstow,  Wanstead,  Saint  Mary 
Woodford,  and  Chingford,  in  the  County  oi  Essex,  alt  in  the 
present  Diocese  of  London  ;  of  the  Parishes  of  Charlton,  Lee, 
Leunsham,  Greenwich,  Woolwich,  Eltham,  Plumstead,  and 
Saint  Nicholas  Ikpfford,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  Saint 
Paul  Depiford  in  the  Counties  of  Kent  and  Surrey,  all  now  in 
the  DiocQse  of  Rochester  ;  of  the  Borough  of  Southward,  and 
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the  Parishes  of  BattergeOf  Bermondtef,  CambenoeBj  Ckrui- 
churchy  Claphaniy  Lambeth^  BotherhUhey  Sireatham,  TooHng" 
Graveney^  fVandsworthj  Merton^  KeWj  and  Richmondy  in  the 
County  of  Surrey  and  present  I^ocese  of  Wmehegter;  and  of 
the  Parishes  of  jSatn^  Mary  Newingtony  Bamesy  Puineyy  MorU- 
lakcy  and  JVimbledoHy  in  the  County  of  Surrey  and  in  the 
Peculiar  Jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canierburyy  together 
with  all  Extra-parochial  Places  locally  situate  within  the  Limits 
of  the  Parishes  above  enumerated,  except  the  District  of  Lam- 
beth  Palace  ;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  JVinchegter  be  diminished 
by  the  Transfer  of  the  Parish  of  Addington  to  the  Diocese  of 
Canterburyy  and  of  the  before-mentioned  Parishes  to  the 
Diocese  of  Londcn  ;  and  that  the  whole  of  the  Parish  of  Bedr 
minster  be  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Baih  and  Wdb  to 
the  Diocese  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol;  and  that  the  City  and 
Deanery  o^  Bristol  be  united  to  the  Diocese  of  Gkmcesier^ 
and  that  the  Southern  Part  of  the  Diocese  of  Bristoly  con- 
sisting of  the  County  of  Dorsety  be  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  Salisbury  ;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  Ely  be  increased  by  the 
Counties  of  HurMngdon  and  Bedfbrdy  now  in  the  Diocese  of 
Lincobiy  by  the  Deaneries  of  Zr^im  and  Fincham  in  the  County 
of  Nor/blk  and  Diocese  of  Norwichy  and  by  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Sudbury  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  Diocese  of  Norwich^ 
with  the  Exception  of  the  Deaneries  of  Sudburyy  StoWy  and 
Hartismerey  and  by  that  Part  of  the  County  of  Cambridge 
which  is  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Norwich  ;  and  that  it  be  de- 
clared that  the  SciUy  Islands  are  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Bishop  of  Exeter  and  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Cornwall ;  and  that 
the  Sees  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol  be  united,  and  that  the 
Diocese  consist  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Gloucesiery  of  the 
City  and  Deanery  of  Bristoly  of  the  Deaneries  of  Cricklade 
and  Mabnesbury  in  the  County  of  Wilts  and  now  in  the 
Diocese  of  Scdisburyy  and  of  the  whole  of  the  Parish  of  Bed' 
minstery  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Baih  and  Wells ;  and  that  to 
the  Diocese  of  Hereford  be  added  the  Deanery  of  Bridgnorthy 
now  locally  situated  between  the  Dioceses  of  Her^brd  and  ZicA- 
field ;  and  that  those  Parts  of  the  Counties  of  Worcester  and 
Montgomery  which  are  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Hereford  be 
transferred  to  the  Dioceses  of  Worcester  and  Saint  Asaph  and 
Bangor  respectively ;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  lAchfield  consist 
of  the  Counties  of  Stafford  and  Derby  ;  and  that  the  Diocese  of 
Lincoln  consist  of  the  Counties  of  lAnoobn  and  Nottingham  ; 
and  that  the  latter  County,  now  in  the  Diocese  and  Province 
of  Yorky  be  included  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury  ;  and  that 
the  Diocese  of  Norwich  consist  of  the  Counties  of. Norjblk  and 
Suffolky  except  those  Parts  which  it  is  proposed  to  transfer  to 
the  Diocese  of  Ely  ;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  Oxford  be  increased 
by  the  County  of  Buckinghamy  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Linoobiy 
and  by  the  County  of  Berksy  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury; 
and  that  the  Diocese  of  Peterborough  be  increased  by  the  County 
of  Leicester y  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Lincoln ;  and  that  the 
Diocese  of  Bochester  consist  of  the  City  and  Deanery  ofBoches^ 
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teTj  of  the  County  of  Essex  (excepting  the  Parishes  "which  it 
is  proposed  to  leave  in  the  Diocese  of  London)^  and  of  the 
whole  County  of  Hertford;  and  that  to  die  Diocese  of  Salisbury^ 
reduced   according  to  the  foregoing  Propositions,   be   added 
the  County  of  Dorsetj  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Bristol;  and  that 
the  Diocese  of  Worcester  consist  of  the  whole  Counties  of  Wor- 
cesier  and  Warwick;  and  that  the  Seies  of  Saint  Asaph  and 
Bangor  be  united,  and  that  the  Diocese  consist  of  the  whole 
of  the  Two  existing  Dioceses  (except  that  Part  of  the  Diocese 
of  Saint  Asaph  which  is  in  the  County  of  Salop)  and  of  those 
Parts  of  the  County  of  Montgomery  which  are  now  in  the 
Dioceses  of  Saint  DavuFs  and  Hereford;  and  that  the  Diocese 
of  Uandaff  consist  of  the  whole  Counties  of  Glamorgan  and 
Monmouth  ;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  Saint  Damd*s  be  altered 
by  the  Transfer  of  those  Parts  of  the  Counties  of  Montgomery^ 
Glamorgan^  and  Monmouth  which  it  is  proposed  to  include  in 
the  respective  Dioceses  of  Saint  Asaph  and  Bangor  and  Uan- 
daff;  and  that  the  Diocese  of  York  consist  of  the  County  of 
Yorky  except  such  Parts  thereof  as  it  is  proposed  to  include  in 
the  new  Diocese  of  Ripon  ;  and  that  the  JDiocete  of  Durham  be 
increased  by  that  Part  of  the  County  of  Northumberland  called 
Hexhamshire  which  is  now  in  the  Diocese  of  York  ;  and  that 
the  Sees  of  Carlisle  and  Sodor  and  Man  be  united,  and  that 
the  Diocese  consist  of  the  present  Diocese  of  Carlisle^  of  those 
Parts  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  which  are  now  in  the 
IKocese  of  Chester^  of  the  Deanery  of  Fumes  and  Cartmel  in 
the  County  of  Lanca^er^  of  the  Parish  of  Alde^on,  now  in  the 
Diocese  of  Durham^  and  of  the  Isle  of  Man;  and  that  the 
Diocese  of  Chester  consist  of  the  County  of  Chester^  of  so  much 
of  the  County  of  Flint  as  is  now  in  that  Diocese^  and  of  so 
much  of  the  County  of  Salop  as  is  not  in  the  Diocese^  of  Here- 
ford; and  that  the  whole  Diocese  be  included  in  the  Province 
of  Yorky  and  that  Two  new  Sees  be  erected  in  the  Province  of 
Yorkj  one  at  Manchester  and  the  other  at  Bipon  ;  and  that  the 
Diocese  of  Manchester  consist  of  the  whole  County  of  Lan- 
caster except  the  Deanery  of  Fumes  and  Cartmd ;  and  that 
the  Diocese  of  Bxpon  consist  of  that  Part  of  the  County  of 
York  which  is  now  in  the  Diocese  of  Chester^  of  the  Deanery 
of  Craven^  and  of  such  Parts  of  the  Deaneries  of  the  Ainsty  and 
FofUefraci  in  the  County  and  Diocese  of  York  as  lie  to  the 
Westward  of  the  following  Districts ;  videlicet^  the  Liberty  of 
the  Ainsty  and  the  Wapentakes  of  Barkston  Ash,  OsgoldcrosSj 
and  Staincross  ;  and  that  all  Parishes  which  are  locally  situate 
in  one  Diocese,  but  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bbhop  of 
another  Diocese,  be  made  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  within  which  they  are  locally  situate ; 
and  that  such  Variations  be  made  in  the  proposed  Boundaries 
of  the  diiSsrent  Dioceses  as  may  appear  advisable,  after  more 
precise  Information  respecting  the  Circumstances  of  particular 
Parishes  or  Districts ;  and  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Two  newly- 
erected  Sees  be  made  Bodies  Corporate,  and  be  invested  with 
all  the  same  Rights  and  Privileges  as  are  now  possessed  by  the 
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other  Bishops  of  England  and  WaleSf  and  tiiat  they  be  made 
subject  to  the  Metropolitan  Jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishop  of 

York,  and  that  the  Collegiate  Churches  of  Manchester  and 
Sipon  be  made  the  Cathedrals,  and  that  the  Chapters  thereof 
be  the  Chapters  of  the  respective  Sees  of  Manc/tester  and  Bipon, 
and  be  invested  with  all  the  Rights  and  Powers  of  other  Cathe-' 
dral  Chapters ;  and  that  the  Members  of  these  and  of  all  other 
Cathedral  Churches  in  England  be  styled  Dean  and  Canons; 
that  the  Chapter  of  Carlisle  be  the  Chapter  of  the  united  See 
of  Carlisle  and  Man ;  that  the  Bishops  of  the  See  of  Saini 
Asaph  and  Bangor  be  elected  alternately  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Saint  Asaph  and  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Banr- 
gor  ;  that  the  Bishops  of  the  See  of  Bristol  and  Gloucester  be 
elected  alternately  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Bristol  and  by 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Gloucester  ;  that  Power  be  given  to 
determine  the  future  Mode  of  confirming  such  Acts  of  the 
Bishop  of  either  of  the  united  Sees  as  may  require  Confir- 
mation by  a  Dean  and  Chapter;  and  that  upon  the  first  Avoid- 
ance of  either  of  the  Sees  of  Saint  j^saph  or  Bangor  and  of 
Gloucester  or  Bristol  the  Bishop  of  the  otlier  of  the  Sees 
proposed  to  be  united  become  ipso  facto  Bishop  of  the  Two 
Sees,  and  thereupon  become  seised  and  possessed  of  all  the 
Property,  Advowsons,  and  Patronage  belonging  to  the  See  so 
avoided ;  and  tlmt  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop's  Court  in  each 
Diocese   be  co-extensive  with  the  Limits  of  the  Diocese  as 
newly  arranged ;  and  that  such  Arrangements  be  made  with 
r^ard  to  the  Apportionment  of  Fees  payable  to  the  OiBcers  of 
the  several  Diocesan  Courts  as  may  be  deemed  just  and  equit-  - 
able,  for  the  Purpose  of  making  Compensation  to  those  Oflicers 
who  may  be  prejudiced  by  the  proposed  Alterations ;  and  that 
such  Alterations  be  made  in  the  Apportionment  or  Exchange 
of  Ek^clesiastical  Patronage  among  the  several  Bishops  as  shall 
be  consistent  with  the  relative  Magnitude  and  Importance  of 
their  Dioceses  when  newly  arranged,  and  as  shall  afford  an  ade* 
quate  Quantity  of  Patronage  to  the  Bishops  of  the  new  Sees ; 
and  that,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  Augmentation  of  the 
Incomes  of  the  smaller  Bishopricks,  such  fixed  annual  Sums  be 
paid  to  the  Commissioners  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  larger 
Sees  respectively  as  shall,  upon  due  Inquiry  and  Consideration, 
be  determined  on,  so  as  to  leave  as  an  average  annual  Income 
to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  fifteen  thousand  Pounds,  to 
the  Archbishop  of  York  Ten  thousand  Pounds,  to  the  Bishop 
of  London  Ten  thousand  Pounds,  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham 
Eight  thousand  Pounds,  to  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  Seven  tliou- 
sand  Pounds,  to  the  Bishop  of  I^y  Five  thousand  five  hundred  • 
Pounds,  to  the  Bishop  of  Saint  Asaph  and  Bangor  Five  thou^ 
sand  two  hundred  Pounds,  and  to  the  Bishop  of  Worce^er  and 
Bath  and  Wells  respectively  Five  thousand  Pounds;. and  that 
out  of  the  Fund  thus  accruing  fixed  annual  Payments  be  made ' 
by  the  Commissioners,  in  such  Instances  and  to  such  Amount 
as  shall  be  in  like  Manner  determined  on,  so  that  the  average 
annual  Incomes  of  the  other  Bishops  respectively  be  not  less  * 
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tban  Four  thousand  Pounds  nor  more  tiian   Five  thousand 
Pounds;  and  that  at  the-  Expiration,  of  every  Seven  Years, 
reckoning  from  the  First  Day  of  January  One  thousand  eight 
hundred   and  thirty-seven,  a  new   Return    of  the  Revenues 
of  ail  the  Bishopricks  be  made  to  the  Commissioners,  and 
that  thereupon  the  Scale  of  Episcopal  Payments  and  Receipts 
be  revised,  so  as  to  preserve,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  each 
Bishop,  an  Amount  of  Income  equivalent  to  that  which  shaU 
have  been  determined  in  the  first  instance  to  be  suitable  to  the 
Circumstances  of  his  Bishoprick,  and  that  such  revised  Scale 
take  effect  as  to  each  See  respectively  upon  the  then  next  Avoids 
ance  thereof;  and  that  if,  in  determining  the  Mode  of  regu- 
lating the  Episcopal  Incomes,  either  in  the  first  instance  or 
on  any  future  Revision  of  them,  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient 
to  make  the  Alteration  required,  in  any  Case,  by  the  Subtract 
tion  or  Addition  of  any  Real  Estates,  such  Real  Estates  be 
transferred  accordingly ;  and  that  out  of  the  Property  of  the 
See  of  Durham  Provision  be  forthwith  made  for  the  Comple- 
tion of  those  Augmentations  of  poor  Benefices  which  the  late 
Bishop  (meaning  thereby  the  late  Right  Reverend  fViliiam  Van 
Mildert)  had  agreed  to  grant,  but  which  he  left  uncompleted 
at  the  Time  of  his  Death  ;  and  that  the  Bishop  of  Durham- do 
in  future  hold  the  Castle  of  Durham  in  Trust  for  the  Univer- 
sity of  Durham^  and  that  all  Expences  of  maintaining  and 
repairing  the  same  be  defrayed  by  the  University  of  Durham; 
and  that  so  soon  as  the  relative  Values  of  the  several  Sees 
under  the  new  Arrangement  shall  have  been  ascertained  Ap~ 
portionment  be  made  of  the  Sums  to  be  thereafter  paid  by  the 
respective  Bishops  for  First  Fruits,  so  as  to  leave  the  aggregate 
Amount  payable  from  all  the  Sees  to  the  Bounty  of  Queen 
Anne  the  same  as  at  present ;  and  that  the  Bishops  who  shall 
on  the  present  Vacancies  succeed  to  the  Sees  of  Durham  and 
Eiy  be  relieved  from  the  Excess  beyond  their  due  Proportion 
payable  for  First  Fruits,  and  that  the  Residue  of  the  Sums 
due  be  paid  by  the  Commissioners  out  of  the  surplus  Funds 
arising  from  those  Sees ;  and  that  the  Tenths  to  be  hereafter 
payable  by  the  respective  Bishops  be  regulated  by  the  Amount 
of  the  First  Fruits  payable  under  the  preceding  Propositions; 
and  that  none  of  the  proposed  Alterations  affecting  the  Boun- 
daries or  Jurisdiction   of  any  Diocese,  or  the  Patronage  of 
Benefices  with  Cure  of  Souls,  or  the  Revenues  belonging  to 
any  See  the  Bishop  of  which. was  in  Possession  on  the  Fourth 
Day  of  March  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six  take 
effect  until  the  Avoidance  of  the  See  without  the  Consent  of 
such  Bishop;  and  that  no  Ecclesiastical  Dignity,  Office,  or 
Benefice  be  in  future  granted   to  any  Bishop  to  be  held  in 
Commendam^  but  that  such  of  the  Endowments  of  certain 
Prebends  in  the  Cathedrals  of  Lincoln^  Lichfield^  Exeter^  and 
Salisbury  as  now  belong  to  the  Bishops  of  the  respective  Dior 
ceses  continue  annexed  to  the  respective  Sees;  and  that  fit 
Residences  be  provided  for  the  Bishops  of  Xtnco/n,  Landaff^ 
Rochester^  Manchester^  and  Bipon  ;  and  that,  for  the  Purpose 
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of  providin^i^  the  Bishop  of  any  Diocese  with  a  more  suitable 
and  convenient  Residence  than  that  which  now  belongs  to  his 
See,  Sanction  be  given  for  Purchases  or  Exchanges  of  Houses 
or  Lands,  or  for  the  Sale  of  Lands  belonging  to  the  respective 
Sees^  and  also,  where  it  may  be  necessary,  for  the  borrowing 
by  any  Bishop  of  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Two  Years  Income  of 
his  See,  upon  such  Terms  as  shall  appear  to  be  fit  and  proper; 
and  that  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Atmt  be  em- 
powered to  lend  Money  upon  Mortgage  to  such  Bishops ;  and 
and  that  so  much  of  the  Sum  of  Six  thousand  Pounds  reco- 
vered by  the  late  Bishop  of  Bristol  for  Damages  done  to  the 
Episcopal  Residence  at  BriHol,  and  of  its  Accumulations,  as 
may  remain  after  deducting  proper  Ezpences,  together  with 
the  Money  arising  from  the  Sale  of  the  Site  of  such  ResideDoe, 
if  sold,  be  applied  to  the  Purchase  or  Erection  of  a  Residence 
for  the  Bishop  of  the  See^of  Bristol  and  Gloucester  ;  and  that 
new  Archdeaconries  of  Bristol  Maidstone^  Monmouth^  West- 
morlandy  Mand^esteVy  LanccLster^  and  Craven  be  created,  and 
that  Districts  be  assigned  to  them ;  •  and  that  archidiaconal 
Power  be  given  to  the  Dean  of  Rochester  within  that  Part  of 
Kent  which  will  remain  in  the  Diocese  of  Bochester  ;  and  that 
the  Limits  of  the  other  existing  Deaneries  and  Archdeaconries 
be  newly  arranged,  so  that  every  Parish  and  Extra-parochial 
Place  be  within  a  Rural  Deanery,  and  every  Deanery  within 
an  Archdeaconry,  and  that  no  Archdeaconry  extend  beyond 
the  Limits  of  One  Diocese;  and  that  all  the  Archdeaconries 
of  England  and  fV€Ues  be  in  the  Gift  of  the  Bishop^  of  the 
respective  Dioceses  in  which  they  are  situate;  and  that  all 
Archdeacons  have  and  exercise  full  and  equal  Jurisdiction 
within  their  respective  Archdeaconries  :  And  whereas  it  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  said  Recommendations  should  be  carried  into 
effect  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be :'  Be  it  therefore  enacted 
by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  witli  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Com- 
mons, in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  tbeAutho  - 
Commlttionen  rity  of  the  same,  That  the  Lord  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for 
•     rporated.      ^^  Time  being,  the  Lord  Archbishop  of  Yorh  and  the  Lord 

Bishop  of  London  for  the  Time  being,  John  Lord  Bishop  of 
Ldncohiy  James  Henry  Lord  Bishop  of  Gloucester ^  the  Lord  High 
Chancellor  of  Great  Britain^  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council, 
the  Lord  High  Treasurer  or  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury, 
and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  for  the  Time  being  re- 
spectively, and  such  One  of  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries 
of  State  as  shall  be  for  that  Purpose  nominated  by  His  Ma- 
jesty under  His  Royal  Sign  Manual^  (such  Lord  Chancellor,

the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Hobhouse^  and  the  Right  Honour- 
able Sir  Herbert  Jenner  Knight  shall  for  the  Purposes  of  this  Act 
be  One  Body  Politic  and  Corporate  by  the  Name  <rf  ^  The 
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Ecdenasdcal  Commissioners  for  England^**  arid  by  that  Name 
shall  baTe  perpetual  Succession  and  a  Common  Seal,  and  by  that 
Name  shall  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  Power 
and  Authority  to  take  and  purchase  and  hold  Lands,  Tene- 
ments, and  Hereditaments,  to  them,  their  Successors  and  Assigns, 
for  the  Purposes  of  this  Act,  the  Statutes  of  Mortmain,  or  any 
other  Act  or  Acts  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithstanding. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  Two  last-named  Bishops  How  VMuiciea 
and  the  Three  last-named  Lay  Commissioners  shall  be  at  all  ^  **  iuppUed.

Notice  shall  have  been  in  like  Manner  given,  and  where  at  Two  ^"^^  Seal,  &c. 
at.  least  of  the  said  Episcopal  Commissioners  shall  be  personally 
present :  Provided  also,  that  in  case  any  Two  Episcopal  Com- 
missioners, being  the  only  Episcopal  Commissioners  present,  shall 
object  to  the  Ratification  and  Confirmation  of  any  such  Pro-

An  Act  for  vesting  Lighthouses,  Lights,  and  Sea 
Marks  on  the  Coasts  of  England  in  the  Corporation 
of  Trinity  House  of  Deptford  Strond;  and  for 
making  Provisions  respecting  Lighthouses,  Lights, 
Buoys,  Beacons,  and  Sea  Marks,  and  the  Tolls  and 
Duties  payable  in  respect  thereof. 

[13th  August  1836.] 

T1I7HEREAS  by  far  the  greater  Number  of  the  Lighthouses 
^^  upon  the  Coasts  of  Engbrnd^  and  the  Islands  and  odier 
Places  adjoining  thereto,  belong  to  or  are  under  the  Control 
and  Management  of  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  of 
the  Guild,  Fraternity,  or  Brotherhood  of  the  Most  Glorious 
and  Undivided  Trinity  and  of  Saint  Clement  in  the  Paridi  of 
Deptford  Strand  in  the  County  of  Kenty  commonly  called  the 
Corporation  of  TVinity  House  of  Dep^d  Strond,  as  well  by 
virtue  of  a  certain  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  Eighth  Year  oi 
Queen  Elizabeth,  intituled  An  Act  concerning  Sea  Marks  and 
Mariners^  as  by  virtue  of  divers  ancient  Grants  and  Charters, 
and  particularly  of  a  certain  ancientGrant  dated  the  Eleventh 
Day  of  June  in  the  Thirty- sixth  Year  of  Her  said  Majesty,

become  seised  or  possessed  of  or  entitled  to  or  interested  in  any 
such  Lighthouse,  whether  mentioned  in  the  said  Schedule  or 
included  in  any  such  Lease  as  aforesaid,  may  agree  with  the 
said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  for  the  •  absolute  Sale 
thereof,  or  of  such  Estate  or  Interest  therein,  for  such  Purchase 
Money  as  to  the  contracting  Parties  shall  seem  reasonable;

as  herein-before  directed. 

XXXIV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Pub- 
lication of  the  List  and  Valuation  of  any  Barony,  by  Order  of  the 
Committee  of  Appeal  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  not 
alter  or  affect  the  relative  Proportion  of  County  Cess  or  Charges 
which  by  any  Laws  or  Usage  may  be  or  have  been  borne  by 
such  Barony  as  compared  with  any  other  Barony  or  Baronies. 

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  lliat  when  and  so  soon  as  the 
Valuation  of  all  the  Parishes  within  any  Barony  shall  be  com- 
pleted, the  Commissioner  of  Valuation  shall  make  out  a  Copy  of 
the  Field  Book  of  each  Parish,  and  shall  make  out  a  Field 
Map  showing  the  several  Portions  of  Land  which  may  have 
been  separately  valued,  and  distinguishing  and  numbering  the 
same  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  said  Field  Book ;  and  the 
said  Commissioner  shall  deliver  such  Copy  of  the  Field  Books 
and  Maps,  attested  by  his  Signature,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
County,  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  his  Office,  there  to  remain 
open  to  public  Inspection ;  and  any  Owner  or  Occupier  of  Land 
within  such  Parish  shall  be  at  liberty  to  make  Copies  or  Extracts 
therefrom  without  Fee  or  Reward.

to  the  Directions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  transmit  a  Copy  of  such 
List  or  Table,  signed  by  such  Commissioner,  and  dated  on  the 
Day  of  the  Transmission  thereof,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
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Jury  of  such  G>aaty,  and  shall  at  the  Foot  of  the  Ck>py  of  such 
List  specify  the  Day  appointed  by  such  G)mmissioner  of  Valua- 
tion for  the  Meeting  of  the  first  or  preliminary  Committee  of 
Revision  of  the  said  County  at  the  County  Court  House  of  the 
said  County*  for  the  Revision  of  the  Valuation  of  the  said  Baro- 
nies, which  Day  shall  not  be  sooner  than  Eight  Weeks  next  after 
the  Date  of  the  Copy  of  such  List  signed  by  such  Commissioner; 
and  such  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Jury  shall  give  Notice  of  the 
Day  and  Place  appointed  for  the  Revision  of  such  List,  by  Let- 
ters addressed  to  each  and  every  of  the  Persons  who  shall  have 
been  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Grand  Jury  in  pursuance 
of  t  his  Act  to  be  the  Committee  of  Revision  for  such  County ; 
and  such  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Jury  shall  also  give  Notice  of 
such  Day  and  Place  of  Meeting  of  such  Committee  of  Revision, 
by  an  Advertisement  to  be  inserted  in  some  public  Newspaper 
usually  circulated  in  such  County,  in  some  Publication  of  such 
Newspaper  Six  Weeks  at  least  before  the  Day  appointed  for 
such  Meeting.

other ;  and  the  said  Commissioner  of  Valuation  shall  produce  or 
cause  to  be  produced  before  the  said  Committee  of  Revision,  if 
they  shall  require  the  same,  all  the  Field  Books  containing  the 
Valuation  of  the  several  Parishes  within  the  several  Baronies  of

*  \TC7HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Law  of  Marriages 

*  '^  '^    in  England :'  Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parlia- 
ment assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  after  After  1st  of

XIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  before  any  Licence  for  Mar- 
riage shall  be  granted  by  any  such  Superintendent  Registrar  One 
of  the  Parties  intending  Marriage  shall  appear  personally  before 
such  Superintendent  Registrar,  and  in  case  the  Notice  of  sudi 
intended  Marriage  shall  not  have  been  given  to  such  Superin- 
tendent Registrar,  shall  deliver  to  him  the  Certificate  of  the 
Superintendent  Registrar  or  Superintendent  Registrars  to  whom 
such  Notice  shall  have  been  given,  and  such  Party  shall  make 
Oath,  or  shall  make  his  or  her  solemn  Affirmation  or  Decla- 
ration instead  of  taking  an  Oath,  that  he  or  she  believeth  that 
there  is  not  any  Impediment  of  Kindred  or  Alliance  or  other 
lawful  Hindrance  to  the  said  Marriage,  and  that  One  of  the  said 
Parties  hath  for  the  Space  of  Fifteen  Days  immediately  before 
the  Day  of  the  Grant  of  such  Licence  had  his  or  her  usual 
Place  of  Abode  witln'n  the  District  within  which  such  Marriage 
is  to  be  solemnized,  and  where  either  of  the  Parties,  not  being  a 
Widower  or  Widow,  shall  be  under  the  Age  of  Twenty-one 
Years,  that  the  Consent  of  the  Person  or  Pei*sons  whose  Consent 
to  such  Marriage  is  required  by  Law  has  been  obtained  thereto, 
or  that  there  is  no  Person  having  Authority  to  give  such  Con- 
sent, as  the  Case  may  be ;  and  all  such  Licences  and  Declarations 
shall  be  respectively  liable  to  the  same  Stamp  Duties  os  Licences 
for  Marriage  granted  by  the  Ordinary  of  any  Diocese,  and  Affi- 
davits made  in  order  to  procure  the  same*

of  Nottingham,  and  to  the  Secular  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop

Y^HEREAS  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty  is  seised 
in  right  of  His  Crown  of  an  Estate  called  Sunk  Island^ 
in  the  East  Riding  of  the  County  of  York :  And  whereas  it 
would  be  of  great  Benefit,  not  only  to  the  Inhabitants  and 
Occupiers  of  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments  in  the 
Parish  of  Sunk  Island,  and  to  all  Persons  residing  in  the

CAP.  XCII. 

An  Act  to  render  valid  certain  Marriages  solemnized  in 
the  Church  of  Saint  Clement,  Oxford. 

[  17th  August  1836.  J 

VITHEREAS  the  ancient  Parish  Church  of  Saint  Clement 
^  ~  ni  the  City  and  Diocese  of  Oxford,  being  not  only  very 
much  decayed,  but  insufficient  in  Size  and  Accommodation  for 
a  due  Proportion  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Parish  to 
attend  Divine  Service,  the  same  was  some  Time  since  taken 
down,  and  a  new  Church  was  erected  on  a  different  Site  within 
the  said  Parish,  and  the  same  was  duly  consecrated  by  the 
then  Lord  Bishop  of  Otxfcrd^  and  has  since  been  used  as  the 
Parish  Church  of  the  said  Parish  of  Saint  Clement,  and  Public 
Worship  has  been  regularly  performed,  and  many  Marriages 
solemnized  therein,  according  to  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of 
the  Church  o{ England:  And  whereas  it  is  considered  that  the 
said  new  Church  is  not  legally  the  Parish  Church  of  the  said 
Parish  of  Saint  Clement;  and  it  is  expedient  to  remove  all 
Doubts  which  may  thereby  arise  touching  the  Validity  of 
Marriages  already  solemnized  therein :'  May  it  therefore 
please  Your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enacted ;  and  be  it  enacted 
by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal',  and  Com- 
mons, in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same.  That  all  Marriages  which  have  been  solemnized 
within  the  said  new  Church  according  to  the  Rites  and  Cere- 
monies of  the  Church  of  England  since  the  Consecration  thereof 
shall  be  good  and  valid  in  the  Law  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes 
whatsoever,  as  if  such  Marriages  had  been  solemnized  in  the 
old  Church  of  the  said  Parish  of  Saint  Clement. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
all  Parsons,  Vicars,  Ministers,  and  Curates  who  have  solemnized 
any  such  Marriages  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  Ecclesiastical 
Censures,  or  to  any  other  Proceedings  or  Penalties  whatsoever, 
by  reason  of  his  or  their  having  so  as  aforesaid  solemnized  the 
same  Marriages  respectively. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Registers  of  such 
Marriages  so  solemnized  in  the  said  new  Church  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  all  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity  as  Evidence  of  sudi

VI^  HE  RE  AS  there  has  existed  throughout  the  Stannaries 
^^  of  Cornwall  a  Court  in  which  the  Vice  Warden  has  in 
certain  Cases,  wherein  Tin  or  Tinners  or  Matters  connected 
with  Tin  are  concerned,  exercised  Original  Equitable  Jurisdic- 
tion :  And  whereas  there  has  existed  a  Court  in  each  of  the 
Stannaries  of  Cornwall,  called  the  Steward's  Court,  and  in 
which  the  Steward  of  the  Stannaries  has  exercised  a  Common 
Law  Jurisdiction  in  such  like  Cases :  And  whereas  the  Juris- 
diction so  exercised  by  the  Vice  Warden  and  the  Steward  re- 
spectively has  been  confined  to  Cases  wherein  Tin  or  Tinners 
are  concerned :  And  whereas  in  late  Times  Lead,  Copper,  and 
other  Metals  and  Metallic  Minerals  than  Tin  have  been  dis- 
covered in  the  County  of  Cornwall^  and  over  the  Matters  con-

Coal  Owners,  Lightermen,,  Masters  of  Ships,  and  others,  to  ad- 
vance  the  Price  of  Coals,  in  pr^fudice  of  the  Navigation,  Trade, 
and  Manufactures  of  this  Kingdom,  and  for  the  further  Encou- 
ragement of  the  Coal  Trade,  and  made  perpetual  by  an  Act 
passed  in  the  First  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty 
King  George  the  Firsts  it  was  amongst  other  Things  enacted,

And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Surveyors  already  appointed  Survc^yors 
under  the  Law  now  in  force,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed  Ji?*'^®^!}* 
under  this  Act,   for  any    County,  may  be  at  any  Time  sus- 
pended or  dismissed  at  the  Pleasure  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  or  by  the  respective  Grand  Juries  of  such  Counties ;  and 
in  such  Case,  and  on  every  other  Vacancy,  however  occasioned, 
the  said  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  shall  forthwith  appoint  a 
Successor  from  and  out  of  the  Persons  who  shall  be  from  Time 
to  Time  certiBed  to  be  qualified  as  aforesaid ;  provided  that  in  Sunreyors  may 
case  of  Indisposition,  or  other  unavoid^ible  Cause,  proved  on  ^^n^^g^f' 
Oath  to  the  Satisfaction  of  tlie  Grand  Jury  or  any  Three  Justices  illness. 
of  the  Peace,  such  Surveyor  may  depute  another  Person,  duly 
certified  as  herein-before  mentioned,  to  act  for  him,  and  such 
Deputy  shall  be  removeable  in  like  Manner  as  his  Principal. 

XLL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Salary  of  each  Surveyor  Salaries  of

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.  and  shall  prepare  Forms  of  Tenders  and  Proposals^  l^pecifioi- 
tions,  Maps,  Plans,  Sections,  or  Elevations  of  any  Work  ap* 
proved  thereat,  and  shall  himself  make  such  Application  when 
necessary  as  herein-before  directed,  and  shall  aiso  attend  opon 
the  Grand  Jury,  and  make  to  them  a  full  and  particular  Report 
on  all  Applications  for  Presentments  lodged  with  the  Secretary  as 
aforesaia,  and  the  Necessity  or  Utility  of  the  same,  and  on  the 
Correctness  of  the  Maps,  Plans,  Specifications,  and  Estimates

veyors, or  one  of  them,  as  the  Grand  Jury  shall  direct,  shall  audit 
all  Accounts  of  such  Works,  and  ascertain  and  certify  the  Cor* 
rectness  thereof,  and  whether  each  Contractor  is  entitled  to  Pay**

sented or  to  be  presented  by  any  Grand  Jury,  on  pain  of  forfeiting 
his  Office  with  all  Arrears  of  Salary  then  due  to  him ;  and  every 
such  Contract  in  which  such  Surveyor,  Clerk,  or  Assistant  shall 
be  or  become  in  any  Manner  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
shall  be  absolutely  void,  and  the  Surveyor,  Clerk  or  Assistant, 
so  interested,  shall  forfeit   Fifty  Pounds,  to  be  recovered,  with 
full  Costs  of  Suit,  by  any  Person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same.

such  Repairs  as  may  be  executed  pursuant  to  the  Order  of  Two 
Justices,  as  herein-after  specially  provided  for,  which  shall  be 
presented  by  any  Grand  Jury  shall  be  executed  and  peribrroed 
by  Contract ;  and  all  Printing  for  which  any  Ghrand  Jury  shall 
be  authprized  to  make  Presentment  shall  also  be  executed  by 
Contract ;  and  every  Contract,  whether  for  any  Work,  Printing, 
or  other  Purpose  whatsoever,  shall  be  made  by  sealed  Tenders 
and  Proposals,  to  be  delivered,  opened,  and  dealt  with^  and 
Security  to  be  taken,  in  manner  herein-befbre  provided ;  and 
no  Contract  shall  be  entered  into  save  upon  and  after  Appli- 
cation made  and  approved  at  Presentment  Sessions;  and  the

Lands  where  his  Contract  commences  and  ends,  and  the  Number 
of  Perches  of  Road  included  in  each  Contract,  and  the  Rate 
per  Perch  at  which  each  Contract  has  been  entered  into,  and  the 
whole  annual  Sum  which  each  Contractor  is  to  be  paid,  and  the 
Period  for  which  each  Contract  is  made ;  and  all  Contracts  so 
entered  in  such  Book  shall  be  numbered,  and  every  such  Book 
shall  have  an  alphabetical  Index  referring  to  the  Number  of  each 
Contract.

making  suffident  Fences  instead  thereof,  or  for  filling  Dikes  or

mentioned  Works,  and  the  Payment  of  the  Person  or  PerscHis 
with  whom  such  Contract  for  the  Execution  of  the  same  shall 
have  been  made,  to  be  levied  or  raised  off  any  Baronv,  County

necessary  for  the  Erectbn  of  a  Sessions  House  therein,  expressing 
the  Nature  and  probable  Expence  of  the  Works  and  the  Materials 
proper  •to  be  employed,  and  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Jury,  who  shall  lay  the  same,  togedier 
with  a  Copy  of  the  Warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  before  the 
Grand  Jury  at  the  Assizes  next  after  the  Time  at  which  he  shall 
receive  the  same,  and  the  Grand  Jury  shall  examine  such  Speci- 
fications, Maps,  Plans,  Sections,  and  Elevations,  and  such  others 
as  may  be  laid  before  them,  and  either  adopt  the  same  or  make

CXXIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  Contractors  under 
this  Act  shall  be  liable  to  be  summoned  before  the  Justices 
assembled  at  any  Petty  Sessions  on  Complaint  of  the  Par^ 
aggrieved  for  Recovery  of  any  Wages  or  Money  payable  to  any 
Person  employed  by  them  in  the  Execution  of  such  Works,  so 
as  the  Sum  demanded  do  not  exceed  Six  Pounds ;  and  such  Jus-

absolutely  cease  and  determine,  and  that  like  Powers  and  Autho- 
rities, so  far  as  the  same  are  consistent  with  the  Proviskws  of 
this  Act,  shall  become  vested  in  and  lawfully  exercised  by  the 
said  Commissioners  now  or  from  Time  to  Time  hereafter  to 
be  appointed  under  the  said  Act  of  the  Fifty*fifth  Y'ear  of  the 
Reign  of  King  George  the  Third.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tliat  when  and  so 
often  as  the  Master  or  Commander  or  other  Person  or  Persons
